Highlands of Scotland. The Government speak- 
ers contended that the crofter districts were 
overpopulated, and that relief ought to 
be sought in emigration.

THE BULGARIAN QUESTION. 
NEGOTIATIONS TO BEGIN SOON FOR SET- 
TLING THE PROBLEM. 

LONDON, Feb. 21.—A dispatch from Vien- 
nasays: ‘Count Kalnoky, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, has accepted Russia’s overtures for the 
settlement of the Bulgarian question. He trusts 
that Italy and England will follow suit.” 

Vienna, Feb. 21.—At the Russian Em- 
bassy here it is denied that Russia has sounded 
Count Kalnoky regarding a collective declara- 
tion by the powers aguinst Prince Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria. An official diplomatio step on the 
part of Russia is not expected until Prince Bis- 
marck is in position to inform the St. Petersburg 


Cabinet that the powers will support Russia’s 
demands affecting Prince Ferdinand. If the 
powers should require further explanations 
trom Russia before deciding, the Czar’s Govern- 
ment would consider the negotiations as with- 
out result. ‘ 


BERLIN, Feb. 21.—The North Germau Ga- 
getle says: ‘*‘Itis certain that negotiations be- 
tween the European Cabinets will soon be begun 
rendering groundless the fears which derive 


their chief origin from the stagnation of the sit- 
uation.” 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 21.—In the Chamber of 
Representatives to-day President Chimay, the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, stated that no treaty 
or arrangement had been concluded with any 
European power. Belgium, he said, remained 
faithful to her pledges of neutrality, and no 
power had tried to turn her from them. 


FRENCH AFFAIRS OF STATE. 

Paris, Feb. 21.—Several journals fear 
that a Government crisis will ensue should the 
Cabinet insist upon the Chambers of Deputies 
voting a sum of money on account of the Secret 
Service and declare that it will make the vote a 
question of confidence. The Cabinet have de- 
cided not even to consent to areduction of the 
Secret Service estimates. 

At the trialof M. Wilson to-day the Public 
Prosecutor declared that M. Wilson’s conduct 
had been downright venal and should be satig- 


matized as it deserved, especially when the 
Tosition he occupied and the fact that the im- 
moral trattic in which he had engaged had been 
carried vn in the Palace of tne Elysée were con- 
sidered. The Prosecutor demanded that the 
provision of the code inflicting a minimum of 
oue year’s imprisonment for traudulent prac- 
tices be applied to M. Wilson. 

The Prefects of the Departments of the Loire,

ON THE WAY TU FLORIDA. 


THE PRESIDENT AND HIS WIFE START FOR 
JACKSONVILLE, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21. — The Presi- 
dential party left Washington at 11:45 o’clook 
this morning by the Pennsylvania and Atlantic 
coast lines for a visit to the Sub-Tropical 
Exposition at Jacksonville, Fla. The party 
consisted of President and Mrs. Cleve- 
land, Secretary and Mrs. Whitney, 
Col. and Mrs. D. 8. Lamont. Sinclair, the Presi- 
dent’s valet, and Mrs. Clisveland’s maid, They 
used a special train composed of an engine, a 
baggage car, and a drawing room car. The 


latter car is elegantly finished, and was pro- 
vided with everything thai could add to the ease 
and comfort of the distinguished passengers 
during their long journey. The train will 
make its first stop at Savannah, Ga., where it 
will arrive at 8 o’clock to-morrow morning. ‘The 
party wili remain there an hour. .They will 
arrive at Jacksonville at 1 o'clock in the after- 
noon. A visit will be made to the Exposition, 
anda reception will be held by the President 
and Mra. Cleveland in the evening. The next 
day (Thursday) will be spent in St. Augus- 
tine, where another reception will be held. 
The start for home will be wade Friday morning 
and the train will make no stops except such as 
are necessary for coaling. Col.duamont said that 
the President had prepare@io speeches for the 
trip, and did not expect#.o make any. 

The Presidential train was the second section 
of the Seutbern fast mail. On the first section, 
which started at 10:57, were a number of 
Senators, who will reach Jacksonville to- 
morrow about noon, & few minutes in ad- 
vance of the recond section. This party was 
in charge of Senator Call, and was made up of 
himself, wife, and two daughters; Seuator 
Faulkner and wife, Senator Daniel and 
wife, Senator Pugh, wife, and daughter; 
Senator George, wife, aud daughter; 
Senator Reagau, wife and daughter; Senator 
Jones of Arkansas, wife and daughter; Senator 
Stewart and wife, Senator Butler’s two daugh- 
ters, and ex-Senator Simom Cameron. 


RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 21.—The special 
train with the Presidential party reached Elba 
atation at 3:20 P. M., but made no stop. As the 
time of 1ts arrival was not generally known few 
people were at the station and there was 
no demonstration. The President and Mrs. 
Clevelapé stood on the rear platform of the 
train during the 15 minutes required to steam 
slowly through the western part of the city past 
the Union Station and over the bridge across the 
James River. At various points along the route 
smali groups of peopleassembled and saluted the 
President and his wife by doffing their hats, 
waving their handkerchiefs and giving an occa- 
sional cheer, which manifestations of respect 
were graciously acknowledged. The train stopped 
on the south side of tne river for five minutes to 
change engines and then proceeded on its South- 
ern journey. The runto Petersburg was madein 
40 minutes. Quite a large crowd had gathered 
at the atation, and as the train passed siowly 
along the President and Mrs. Cleveland ap- 
peared on the rear platform and were greeted 
enthusiastically, both bowing and smilingly ac- 
knowledging the compliment. No stop was 
made and there was vo incident of any note. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Feb. 21.—To-night 
Jacksonville is one mass of green and gold, the 
dazzling rays of the many electric lights being 
reflected from the evergreen decorations ina 
thousand scintillating rays. A large foree has 
been working for the past week, night and day, 
and to-morrow Filorida’s chief city wiil put 
on her gala attire to give a fitting welcome to 
Presideut Cleveland and his lady. The mate- 
riais used are mostly cedars, pines, magnolias, 
with their bright glistening leaves; palmettoes 
in gtheir sheen of green; Spanish moss, 
aud tropical plants and shrubs, the result 
forming a most picturesque tropical scene. 
All day long yesterday, and far into the night, 
scores of meu were at werk ou each of toe many 
triumphal arches through which the distin- 
guished party is to pass to the St. James Hotel. 
Among the mottoes which have been decided on 
are: * With open arms we greet thee;” * Wel- 
come io the land of Flowers,” “Welcome 
to our Sunny Sourh;” *Hail to the Chiet;” 
*Florida’s welcome to her guests;” “Florida 
rejuices to-day,” and “Jacksonville extends a 
hearty welcome,” 

Near the St. James will be erected one or two 
arches, which are expected to be more magnifi- 
cent than any of those on either Bay or Pine 
streets. One will bein honor of the wife of the 
President. The party will be quartered at this 
hotel, a pleasan suite of three rvoms, consisting 
of bedroom, private parlor, and dining room 
having been selected for the President. The 
furniture is Of handsome design and upholstered 
inblue. The rovms will be filled with fragrant 
flowers. Tye windows command a fire view of 
the park, which will be decorated and lighted 
by a score of rea and biue eleciric lights. 

The programme now is for the Presidential 
party to be met at the station at 1:45 o'clock by 
the reception committee and driven to the 8&t. 
James. ‘hen a procession will be formed, and 
after marching throuzh the principal streets the 
sub-tropical exposition will be visited. A recep- 
tion atthe St. James is on the evening’s pro- 
gramme. Crowds are coming in by every train, 
and indications point to an immense throng 
to-morrow.

CHICAGO STILL LEADING 


THE SAN FRANUISCO BOOM 


BADLY DAMAGED. 

LOUIS NOT AS CONFIDENT AS SHE 
WAS—WHAT THE DEMOCRATIC COM- 
MITTEE WILL DO TO-DAY. 

“ WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—It looks to-night 
as if both of the great conventions of 1888 
would be held at Chicago, and that the Demo- 
cratic Convention would follow the Republican 
in about a fortnight or three weeks. The San 
Francisco balloon appears to have collapsed. 
The newspapers stuck so many pins into 
it to-day that a vast quantity of the 
wind which served the purpose of keep- 
ing it in view escaped and left scarcely 
more than a flat and flabby ruin. The San Fran- 
cisco boomers are at work to-night, putting on 
patches here and there and manufacturing a 
nevv supply of gas with which to inflate the bal-

see it to-morrow. 
paper have been engaged at a bigh price 
and they are to be filled with arguments for 
San Francisco, with glowing accounts of its at- 
tractions and the most generous promises that 
Senator Hearst and bis friends can make in the 
way of low railroad rates and small hotel 
charges. 


All this is to little purpose, however. It ia of 
no consequence that some of the New-York men 
say that they favor San Francisco as a second 


choice and a late day for the convention in order 
to have it at San Francisco. The crowds about 
the hotels, and particularly the throng that is en- 
joying the unlimited hospitality of the St. Louis 
bower, behind which there is a constantly flow- 
ing stream of beverages and cigars, will not de- 
cide the question of time or place. That is to be 
done by the members of the Nationa! Commit- 
tee, and itis becoming more and more evident 
that the committee is determined that a central 
location shall be selected. 

The St. Louis men were at work early, not 
about their heaaquarters, but at the Senate and 
the House of Representatives, and so were the 
cool but alert Chicago men, who lost no chance 
of pressing their claims in a practical and_ busi- 
ness-like fashion. While 8t. Louis promised good 
weather if the convention should be named for 
June,and lost no chance of setting forth the advan- 
tages of its hotels, its good railroad facilities, low 
rates, and fine treatment, the Chicago men were 
intimating that they would offer in writing al- 
most exactly the same in ea pred that were 
made to and accepted by the Republican Na- 
tional Committee. They will hire the hall 
and pay for it, print tickets, . provide 
headquarters for the National Committee 
and the different State delegations, and print 
and give to each delegate a copy of the proceed- 
ings in book form. To the members of the com- 
mittee these propositions were tangible and 
reasonable, and they had a great deal to do with 
destroying the zeal ofthe San Francisco men, 
who were at work at their bursted balloon. 

But there were other reasons that helped to 
give the impression that Chicago was gaining, 
and that the contest would really be only be- 
tween Chicago and St. Louis, with the chances 
in favorof Chicago. Doubtful committeemen 
who were anxious to find ont what the desires 
of the Administration were went about among 
the old stagers, and after they had talked with 
Chairman Barnum, Secretary Prince, and halfa 
dozen others they came tothe conclusion that 
it would not be a had guess if they named 
Chicago as the city toward which the President 
was winking as he sped onhis way to Florida. 
A prominent Missouri Congressman, who is on 
excellent terms with the heads of two depart- 
ments, visited those Cabinet officers and ob- 
tained from them the admission that their per- 
sonal preferences were for Chicago. He re- 
turned to the St. Louis headquarters a little 
dashed, but he did not ‘let on,” except toa few 
friends, and he did his utmost to impress every- 
body with the supreme advantages of St. Louis. 

The Chicago headquarters are crowded to- 
night again, and Gen. Black, who is in the midst 
of the confident boomers, but who is said to re- 
gard the climate of California as:‘more favorable 
to the growth of the Black Vice-Presidential 
boom, is smiling upon all the callers who come 
to learn from Gen. Newberry and his associates 
what the prospects are. 

The New-York wen who have been here do not 
appear to have been accomplishing much. : Mr. 
Hanus 8. Beattie left for home this afternoon, 
satisfied that the committee would get along 
comfortably without bim. Tbe proposition to 
name Mr. William Steinway as the suc- 
cessor to Mr. Hubert O. Thompson on 
the National Committee has not —ibe- 
come generally known to the New-York men. 
Mr. Richard Croker knows of it, however, 
and he approves the choice. Be learned it last 
night fromsome source which year him itn 
assuming that Mr. Steinway will be acceptable 
to the Administration. This morning he was 
up early enough to get down to the railroad sta- 
tion before the President left for Florida. He 
shook hands cordially with the President and 
then used the last moment before the departure 
of the train in conversation with Col. Lamont. 

Mr. James Martin atill talks pleasantly about 
St. Louis, but is prepared to seo a strong 
feeling for Chicago developed, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Mr. 8. 8. Cox is to argue for 
New-York with all the eloquence and wit hecan 
command, 

A fortnight ago the Washington Post saw fit 
to overturn the vials of its wrath upon the cor- 
respondent of THE TIMEs for venturing to sug- 
gest that members of the Cabinet and other 
Federal office holders who are members of the 
National Committee should be providing subati- 
tutes for the committees meeting. The editor said 
a great Many indignant and extravagant things 
to the extent of half a column of valuable 
space, in order to show that the committeemen 
ought not to send substitutes. He does not 
seem to have stormed to any purpose, however, 
for there will be proxies for all, or nearly all, of 
the men on the committee who are also 
in office. The following, being all the 
office holders on the committee, are pre- 
pared to be represented by proxies: I1linvis, 
8. Corning Judd, by William C. Goudy; 
Indiana, Austin H. Brown by ex-Senator Joseph 
E. McDonald; Iowa, M. M. Ham by a proxy; 
Louisiana, B. F. Jonas by M. D. Lagan; Michi- 
gan, D. M. Dickinson by J. M. Weston; Ohio, W. 
W. Armstrong by Willlam Haynes; Vermont, B. 
B. Smalley by a proxy if there is any occasion 
touse him; Wisconsin, W. F. Vilas by E. B. Ush- 
ers. 

The committee will meet in Willard’s Hall at 
noon. The crowd about the place is sure to be 
great, for Congress has adjourned cver, and 
th¢ \e will be opportunity for all the Democratic 
me_ibers to enjoy the excitement of waiting for 
the balloting on plaee and time. There is 
some doubt among the members of the 
National Committee as to the power 
of the committee §to fill the vacancy on the 
committee for New-York.

A NEW SAND POWDER. 

ELLENVILLE, N. Y., Feb. 21.—The Ellen- 
ville Glass Sand Company has successfully ex- 
perimented in grinding granite obtained on the 
long range of the sombre Shawangunk Mount- 
ains, and the result promises to revolution- 
ize at least one part of the glassmaking busi- 
ness. Heretofore a certain kind of sand has 


been necessary in making glass, but the experi- 
ments made show that granite is an excellent 
substitute. The company is fitting ay Soe works 
here, and several of the stones to be used as 
bed plates to grind the flinty granite to powder 
weigh over 15 tons each. Work has been sume- 
what delayed by the recent collapse of a bridge 
over the Sandburg Creek here under the weight 
of one of the immense stones referred to, Two 
more of these immense stones have been hauled 
from the quarries in the mountains to a dock at 
Kerhonkson, and upon the opening of naviga- 
tion on the Hudson and Delaware Canal they 
will be brought here by boat.

THE LAW AND ORDER LEAGUE. 


SENATOR EVARTS’S ADDRESS IN PHILA- 
DELPHIA LAST NIGHT. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 21.—Nearly 3,000 
ladies and gentlemen were present in the Acad- 
emy of Music to-night, at tne seventh an- 
nual meeting of the Law and Order §So- 
ciety of this city and its reception to 
the Law and Order League of the United States, 
which begins its annual convention here to- 
morrow. The stage was crowded with leading 
Philadelphians, including many ministers, 
doctors, Judges, merchants, lawyers, bank- 
ers, and brokers. Among’ those. of 
national or extended reputation were Senator 
William M. Evarts of New-York, Sen- 
ator Colquits of Georgia, the Right Rev. 
Bishop Nicholson, the Rev. Dr. Ly- 
man Abbott of Brooklyn, the Rev. Dr. 


Conrad, editor of the Lutheran Observer; the 
Hop. Charles C. Benney of Chicago, Prof. 
Francis Wayland, Dean of Yale College, 
Law Department; Gen. A. B. Muleton of 
Minnesota, Merrill E. Gates, President 
of Rutgers College, New-Jersey; Daniel M. Fux, 
Superintendent of the Mint, and Gov. Beaver 
and ex-Govs. Pollock and Hartranft of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the Rev. Dr. William Neilson Mo- 
Vicker. 

Gov. Beaver presided, and the introductory 
garer was made by the Right Rev. Bishop 

icholson. Gov. Beaver made ashort address 
and introduced the Hon. Charles C. Bonney 
of Chicago, President of the ‘Citizens’ 
Law and Order League of the United 
States. Mr. Bonney made a stirring speech in 
which he said the vital question of free govern- 
ment was atstake. ‘‘ We must maintain every- 
wbere the supremacy of tbe law. It is 
the burning question of the day. When 
any class or combination assumes to violate 
the law, liberty itself is put in peril.” Judge 
Bonney then appealed on _. behalf of 
the order to the people of the country, 
and touched in strong terms upon the 
easy naturalization of foreigners who 
come here tn the guise of friends, but at heart 
are our enemies. ‘ Self-government and seif- 
protection are but other names for liberty, law, 
and order.” He said: 

Senator Evarts followed, and was received 
with tumultuous applause. After a compliment 
to Mr. Bonney’s “serious and impressive ad- 
dress,” Senator Evarts said: * By these assem- 
blies and crowds the voice of the speaker re- 
verberates through the mind tillit becomes an 
irresistible yous in the land. Thia society is 
an eminently practical organization, with no 
other object than the public welfare. Our prin- 
ciple is, not to talk, praise, or applaud, but 
to work and organize, and where it is most un- 
welcome to those that feel our blows. The rogue 
ne'er felt the halter draw with good uopinion of 
the law, but he will applaud the unexeeuted 
laws. When the rope tightens around his neck, 
however, his feelings toward the law change. 
So with those citizens, magistrates, petit 
or Grand Jurors, and above all Judges 
that do not condemn the wicked breakers 
of the law. What, then, are our executed lawsat 
They are the ones that make our Government 
one of law and not of men. We have here 
no divine right, no communicated power 
except that proceeding from the consent of 
the people. But when it ceases tojbe a Govern- 
ment of law, what isthe alternative? A nation 
driven to despair, which must call back a Gov- 
ernment of men. Another and a nearer 
mischief than this is that unexecuted 
laws lead to the execution of justice without 
law and against law. As a wise moralist of 
the classical age said, ‘What is the use of 
law if there are not behind It morals to see that 
the laws are executea? This is true in all 
forms of society, and particularly in our form 
of government.” 

Mr. Evarts discoursed at some length on this 
point und then made adirect and powerful at- 
tack upon the dramshops, illustrating his argu- 
ment with some very striking and 
emotional pictures. The liquor trafic 
was vondemned in the severest terms, 
particularly in its effect upon the children, 
whom it condemned by the thousands to a living 
death. He classified the whisky sellers with the 
worst and most brutal class of child stealers 
and stated that in the “small” city of Bos- 
ton alone rum was sold to 15,000 chil- 
dren in rumshops. He closed with a 
scathing attack upon those engaged in 
the liquor traffic, and a glowing tribute to the 
Law and Order Society, which was endeavoring 
to arouse the citizens from thelr lethargy. 

Senator Colquitt followed, with an ener- 
getic appeal to all good citizens to 
join their efforts to the canse of the 
order. After the meeting President 
Arthur M. Burton of the local Law and Order 
Society entertained at his residence the leading 
members of the Law and Order League. 


EXOITED BLAINE MEN.: 


THE PROPOSED OHIO DEMONSTRATION 
POSTPONED. 

CoLumeBus, Ohio, Feb. 21.—There was a 
very excited and peppery meeting of the Blaine 
Club to-night that did not end until nearly mid- 
night. The matter under discussion was 
the forthcoming banguet and Blaine dem- 
onstration to be held in_ this” city 
March 15. Charges wera made that the 
work done by the select committee had in man- 
ner gained publicity, and an investigation was 
asked for to trace the leakage. Excellent 
Speeches were made, and ex-Gov.

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SWEPT AWAY BY FLOODS 


DISASTROUS FRESHETS 
NEW-ENGLAND. 

BRIDGES DEMOLISHED, BARNS SUB- 
MERGED, FACTORIES AND MILLS 
DAMAGED AND DAMS’ WASHED AWAY. 
PALMER, Mass., Feb. 21.—The worst 
freshet in the annals of this section of Western 
Massachusetts occurred last night, resulting in 
much damage to property. The rivors in this 
town, upon which the industries are'dependent, 
have been clogged with ice, while the water has 
risen rapidly. Last night the banks of the 
Quabaug River were overflowed, causing great 
destruction. Crowds of people remained out 
last night to protect property. The meadows 
for a distance of five miles are covered with 
8 or 10 feet of water, while'the ice 18 piled up in 
some places 20 to 25 feet, and the water was 
rising rapidly this morning. Atnoon the water 
was gradually subsiding, and no further dam- 
age is able to result. The cellars of houses on 
Water-street, which runs parallel with the Qua- 
Daug, contain from 5 to 7 feet of water, which in 
some instances has weakened the foundations. 
Quantities of provisions are stored in these 
cellars. The outbuildings, barns, &c., situated 


in the rear Of these houses are practically sub- 
mérged. Among the dwellings that are flooded, 
and by which the vccupants will suffer loss, are 
those of Patrick Murphy, Frank Coffin, Jere- 
miah Dowd, Dennis Dwyer, and John Doyle. 
The factory of J. 8. Holden & Co., woolen manu- 
facturers, is almost surrounded by water, and 
business is suspended. A large amount of stock 
in the factory has been injured by water, and 
the engine and boiler rooms are submered 
in seven feet of water. Near the factory the 
large covered bridge over which the New-Lon- 
don Railroad trains pass, was lifted from its 
foundation last night and washed away 
200 feet from its original location. Travel 
on this road is impeded, but arrangements 
will be made to transfer passengers around the 
wash-out. The lines of the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company are downin different places, 
making communication quite precarious. The 
bridge at Three Rivers and also Bailey’s Bridge, 
over which the New-London Northern Rail- 
road runs, have been weakened and are unsafe. 
The former has been moved from its position 
over two inches, and fears are entertained that 
it will be swept away unless the water subsides. 
The tracks of this road in some places are badly 
washed away, and section men remained on 
guard all night to prevent any accident to early 
trains. At Blanchardvilic the flood has entirely 
washed away the bridge over the Quabaug River. 
The foundations under some of the buildings 
owned by the Fay Rubber Company have also 
been weakened. A cave-inon the Boston and 
oad Road in that vicinity has covered the 
track. 

The piers of the iron bridge on Commercial- 
street have been weakened somewhat. On this 
street is situated the works of the Hampden 
Hat Company, which are somewhat inundated. 
The wood yard of A. J. Northrup is surrounded 
by water, and many cords of wood have floated 
away. Large quantities of lumber belonging to 
F. F. Marey have been carried away. The foun- 
dation to the pump house of the Boston and Al- 
bany Railroad is washed away. Other serious 
damage to property is reported. Itis difficult to 
estimate the loss as yet. 

To-night t } water has subsided to such an ex- 
tent that teams are able to pass in Commercial- 
street. Passengers have to be driven a distance 
of four miles to Monson, where passage can be 
obtained as far as Norwich, Cenn., where an- 
other washout has made the tracks impassable. 
The aggregate loss on property will amount to 
over $20,000 at the lowest estimate. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Feb. 21.—A steady 
rain for over 15 hourse ending this morning 
tilled the streams of Western Massachusetts, 
causing much damage, which was largely con- 
fined to the vicinity of Chicopee, Palmer, 
and Gilbertville. The greatest damage was 
done at Chicopee, where the dam of the Dwight 
Maaufacturing Company was washed away by 
un ice gorge 15 to 30 feet high. The gorge was 
formed early Tuesday morning at a point halfa 
mile above the dam, but broke about 8:30 
o’clock, sweeping everything before it. Another 
gorge was immediately formed in the canal of 
the. Dwight Company. The dam was about 
50 years old, 320 feet long, and 18 
feet high, apd furnished water power 
to the Ames Sword Company, besides the 
Dwight Company. The loss will amount to 
about $40,000. Fiveof the seven millsof thse 
Dwight company can be run by steam. and the 
600 hands employed in the two mills, 
wholly dependent on water power, will 
be given night work, so that no time 
ueed be lost while a coffer is being constructed, 
which will take 10 days. Gangsof men are at 
work to-night blowing out the ice gorge in the 
canal, so that no further damage may be 
caused, 

Manson Is practically isoiated from the world 
as telegraph wires are down and travel 
on the New-London Northern south of 
Palmer is temporarily suspended. At Gutl- 
bertsville the Ware River rose 12 feet 
and formed an ice gorge against a 
bridge, over which ran asper track from the 
Central Massachusetts Ratiroad to the woolen 
mills of the Gilbert Manufacturing Company. 
The mills were badly flocded and more serious 
damage was teared, 80 the bridge was blown up 
with dynamite, and the gorge broken. 


NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 21.—The dam 
of the Fountain Water Company, at West 
Ansonia, gave way last night and flooded the 
valley for nearly two miles. The ice dashed 
against the covered bridge at Ansonia, cutting 
away sowe of the piles and letting one span of 
the bridge down into the water. The steamer 
Nangatuck, which has been frozen fasatin the 
Housatonic River for several weeks, was re- 
Jeased by the break-up and reached her dock 
afier a hard struegle. 
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COLLATERAL INHERITANCE TAX. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Feb. 21.—Among the 
many cases that have come up for decision by 
the courts of the State in connection with the 
taxon certain testamentary gifts and legacies 
imposed by the act of June 10, 1885, and sub- 
sequent amendments, and known as the Collat- 
eral Inheritance Tax act, is one of peculiar inter- 
est arising in the settlement of the estate of the 
late Mrs. Mary E. Miller of New-Windsor, Or- 
ange County. Mrs. Miller died in September, 


1886, leaving by will about $100,000 in chari- 
table and friendly bequests, the residue of her 
estate, amounting to about $440,000, to be di- 
vided between her nephew, J. Blackburn Miller, 
and her adopted son, Francis E, Lynoh. Under 
the collateral inheritance law as first enacted in 
1885 the legacy to the adopted son would be 
subject to a tax payable into the State Treasury 
of about $11,000. But in 1887, after the death 
of Mra. Miller, but before the estate had been 
settled up according to ber will, the Legislature 
passed an amendatory act exempting legacies to 
adopted children from liability tothe tax. The 
State Controller insisted on the payment of the 
tax, and, upon the Executors of the estate de- 
murring, an issue was raised and a hearing had 
before Surrogate R, C. Coleman of this county, 
who decided that the amendatory act had no re- 
troactive etfect in relieving the legacy in ques- 
tion from liability to the tax. An appeal from 
this judgment was tuken by the legatee’s coun- 
sel to the General Term of the Supreme Court, 
which tribunal bas now handed down a decision 
affirming the ruling of the Surrogate’s Court. 
The issue willbe carried to the Court of Ap- 
peals for final adjudication. 
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A BURGLAR CAPTURED. 
NORFOLK, Va., Feb. 21.—The jewelry es- 
tablishment of Chapman & Gale in this city was 
entered by burglars on the 5th inst. early in the 
morning, and between $1,500 and $2,000 worth 


of diamonds, gold watches, and jewelry stoJen. 
The Richmond police captured two men named 
Joseph Murray and John Ward, who had left 
Norfolk on a train the day after the robbery. 
Joseph Murray was recognized as Joseph Da!- 
lard, who is wanted in Bridgeport, Conn., for 
robbing Fairtield’s jowelry atore. A requisition 
for Murray was procured and hethen gave away 
the whole thing, and showed where the stolen 
goods were hid, and all of them were recovered 
,With the exception of about $1,000 in money, 
which was not found. The examination of these 
men took place to-day aud beth were discharged 
for lack of evidence, but Joseph Dallard was re- 
arrested on a requisition and left for Bridgeport 
in charge of a detective to-night. Dallard’s cen- 
nection with the Beianepors robbery was given 
away by his partner, Freyth, who, it is said, 
with ‘ Kid” McManus, was the principal.

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A BIG FAILURE IN PITISBURG. 


AN IRON FIRM GOES UNDER WITH 


LIABILITIES OF ONE MILLION. 

PittspurG, Feb. 21.—Considerable com- 
motion was created in local business circles 
when it became known to-day that the well- 
known iron firm of Graff, Bennett & Co. had 
made an assignment. The deed of assign 
ment was recorded this morning by the firm 
name and by James I. Bennett, John Graff, and 
Robert Marshall, of the firm individually, to P. 
H. Miller. The exact amount of liabilities could 
not be ascertained, but it was authorita- 
tively stated that they would amount to 
over $1,000,000. The creditors are mostly 


furnace men and ore firms. There is a 
known secured indebtedness of $650,000. 
The New-York Life Insurance Company 
has a mortgage on all the property 
of the firm for $450,000, which is due 
in three installments, the first of $45,000 fall- 
ing due on the 28th of next month; the second 
of $45,000 on April 28. 1889, and the third 
ot $360,000 on April 22, 1890. Hay 
Walker, Jr., a son-in-law of J. J. Bennett. 
also holds a mortgage for $200,000. It is a gen- 
eral mortgage on all the real estate of the 
firm. and secured 14 bonds for various 
amounts, of which six are in the name of 
James I. Bennett. These six bonds amount to 
$90,000. The other eight bonds are in the name 
of Hay Walker. The first mortgage was made 
on April 29 last year. It was reported that 
there is another mortgage for $100,000. 

The assets are estimated to about $800,008. 
Two judgments bave been entered against the 
firm, one to Joshua Rhodes for $58,118 40, 
of which $36,500 is due Mr. Rhodes: 
$6,664 40 tothe Penn Foundry, Company, and 
$11,234 10 to J. F. Bailey. The other judg- 
ment was to Matthew Graff, Trustee of the 
estate, for $12,380. 

In 1883 the firm failed. The liabilities at that 
time were $1,280,000. The firm, however, 
made a splendid showing. Their personal assets, 
stooks, &c., amounted to almost the above 
figures, not including any of their real estate. 
The showing was #0 much better than was 
really expected that there was no trouble 
in securing an _ extension of five years, 
and the late John R. McCune and Ruben Miller 
were appointed Trustees. Before the time ex- 
pired the firm, from its earnings and prem- 
lum money secured by mortgage upon its real 
estate, paid all indebtedness and was gradually 
paying off the mortgages. 

Graff, Bennett & Co. were interested in the 
Grafton Iron Work at Leetonia. It was thetr 
partners in the firm who became (dissatisfied, 
and brought suit a short time rgo for $250,000, 
which Graff, Bennet & Co, say they do not owe. 

*“T do not regard the failure as avery serious 
one,” said @ gentleman this afternoon, who Is on 
intimate terms with the tirm. ** No one will lose 
adollar. The firm will come out all right 
in the end, they were rushed and could not 
meet iheir demands all at one time. They have 
had about all they could carry since their fail- 
ure in 1883. 

It is said that the Grafton Iron Company hav- 
ing brought suit, other creditors followed, and 
this, together with the fact that most of the 
tube works are closed down on account of the 
depression in trade, caused the assignment. 
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STRICKEN MOUNT VERNON. 


AID POURING IN FOR THE 


CITIZENS, 

Mount VERNON, Ill, Feb. 21.—Now that 
the work of burying the dead and rescuing the 
wounded nas been done the people of Mount 
Vernon seemed to-day for the first time to real- 
ize the great misfortune that had overtaken 
them. They joined the army of strangers and 
walked back and forth through the stricken dis- 
trict gazing at the wreck of their homes and 
fortunes and debating whether the stroke would 
not prove the death-blow of the town. The 
1,500 homeless people are sheltered in the dis- 


mantled public buildings, the homes that es- 
caped the tornado, and the houses pronounced 
temporarily safe. 

The work of relief has been rapidly organized, 
and the stream of charity pouring in is broad 
and deep. The committees sent to St. Louis, 
Chicage, and Evansvilic have met with -gen- 
erous responses, and large sums of money and 
extensive supplies have beeu contributed by 
those cities. The sister towns have not been 
backward, and contributions from Centralia, 
Nashville, Ashley, Carbondale, and Murphys- 
borough are comingin. ‘Che money will be dis- 
tributed by the various committees appointed 
yesterday. A famine almost developed to-day, 
but to-night supplies are coming in and all 
danger in that direction is passed. 

The Mayor issued a proclamation for a union 
burial service to-day; but thé shock has been soe 
great that the people could not respond, and the 
services were postponed until next Monday. 
The majority of the dead have been buried, and 
the care of the wounded is still taxing the ener- 
gies of a score of physicians. 

One of the most remarkable incidents conr- 
nected with the great caiamityis of a semi- 
humorous character, and was universally dis- 
cussed to-day. This incident might be termed a 
black one, for it has all to do with a colored boy, 
who is of the size and intellectual calidre of Mr. 
Crowley. He was found waikipg around intown 
yesterday. Nobody had ever seen him in town 
before. Heis 9 yeurs old, and he says he came 
in with the cycione. He doesn’t know where he 
lives, but says there was a big river near his 
house. He was picked up somewhere near the 
big muddy river, 20 miles southwest, and car- 
ried in bere and dropped uninjured,

These animals or fish, what- 
ever they may be called, are wore like liz- 
ards than anything else, and have been caught 
at Low Point, near New-Hamburg, Hyde Park, 
Tivoli, and Hudson. The largest and the best 
specimen hooked to date was that caught by 
Charies Elmer near what is known as the 
foundry dock, at Hudson. That the queer things 
are strangers in these waters there is no doubt. 
In some reapects they resemble the lizards 
which are to be found in Lakes Superior, On- 
tario, and Erie, and it is possible that they may 
have wiggled their way through the canals from 
the lakes to the Hudson River. When some 
ignorant fishermen catch them they are almost 
frightened to death and the * catches” have been 
dubbed little devils.

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THE TREATY MADE PUBLIC 


ITS TEXT AND THAT OF THE 
. : . 
PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

MR. CLEVELAND EXPRESSES GRATIFICA- 
TION AT THE RESULT—TUHE TREATY 
AND A MODUS VIVENDI. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The Senate to- 
day made public the Fisherios treaty with the 
President’s message of transmittal. The Presi- 
dent’s message is as follows: 

To the Senate of the United Slales: 

In my annual message transmitted to the 
Congress in December, 1486, if was stated that 
negotiations were then pending for the settle- 
ment of the questions growing out of the rights 
claimed by American fishermen in British 
North American waters. As a resultof sucb 
negotiations a treaty has been agreed upon be 
tween her Britannic Majesty and the United 
States, concluded and signed in thts capital un- 
der my direction and authority, ov the 15th of 
February inst. and which I now have the honor 
to submit to the Senate with the recommenda- 
tion thatit shall receive the consent of that 
body as provided in the Constitution, in order 
that the ratifications thereof may be duly ex- 
changed and the treaty be carried into effect. 

Shortly after Congress had adjourned in March 
last, and in continuation of my efforts to arrive 
at such an agreement between the Governmenti 
of Great Britain and the United States as would 
secure to the citizens of the respective countries 
the unmolested enjoyment of their just rights 
under existing treaties and international com- 
ity in the territorial waters of Canada and of 
Newfoundland, I availed rayself of opportune 
occurrences indicative of a desire to make with 
out delay an amicable ana tinal settlement of 
a long-standing controversy, productive of 
much irritation and misunderstandiug between 
the two nations, to send through our Minister ia 
London proposals that a conference should take 
place on the subject at this capital. The ex- 
perience of the past two years had demonstrated 
the dilatory and unsatisfactory consequences of 
our indirect transaction of business through the 
Foreign Office in London, in which the views and 
wishes of the Government of the Dominion of 
Canada were practically predominant, 
only to find expressic hand, Tu 
obviate this inconvenience and obstruction to 
prompt and well-defined settlement, it was con 
sidered advisable that the necoti 
be conducted in this city, and tha 
of Canada and Newfoundland 
rectly represented therein. 

The terms of reference having been duly 
agreed upon between thetwo Governments, and 
the conference arranged to be heid here, by 
virtue of the power in me vested by the Con- 
stitufion, 1 duiy authorized Thomas F. Bayard, 
the Secretary of State of the United States; 
William L. Putnam, a citizen of the State or 
Maine, and James B. Angell, a eltizen of the 
State of Michigan, for and in the name of the 
United States, to meet and confer with the 
plenipotentiaries representing the Government 
of her Britannic Majesty, for the rurpose: of 
considering and adjusting in a triendly 
spirit all or any questions relating teu 
rights of fishery in the seas adjacent to 
British North America and Newfoundiand 
which were in dispute between the Government 
of the United States and that of her Britannic 
Majesty, and jointly and severally to conclude 
and sign any treaty or treaties touching the 
premises; and [ herewith transmit for your in- 
formation full copies of the power so given by 
me. In execution of the powers so conveyed 
the said ‘Thomas F. Bayard, William L. Putnam, 
aud James B. Angell, in the month of November 
last, met in this elty the plenipotentiaries of her 
ritannic Majesty, and proceeded in the negotla- 
tion of a treaty as above antherized. Aftermany 
conferences and pretracted efiorra an agreewent 
has at length been arrived at, which is embodied 
in the treaty which [ now lay before you, 

The treaty meets ny approval, because I he- 
lieve that it supplies a satisfuctory, practical, 
and final adjustment, upon a basis bonorable 
and just to both parties of the difficult and 
vexed question to wirich it relates. A review of 
the history of this question will show that all 
former attempts to arrive at a common in- 
terpretation, satisfactory to both parties, of tha 
first article of the treaty of Oct. 20,1318, have 
been unenccesstul, and with the lapse of time 
the difneuity and obscurity bave oniy increased. 

The negotiations in 1854, and again in 1871, 
ended in both cases in temporary reciprocal ar- 
rangements of the tariffs of Canada and New- 
foundiand and of the United States and the pay- 
went of a money award by the United States, 
under which the real questions in differenee re- 
mained unsetiied, in abeyance, and ready to 
present themselves anew just so soon as the con- 
ventional arrangements were abrogated. The 
situation, therefore, remained unimproved by 
the results of the treaty of 1871, and a grave 
condition of aftaifs, presenting aimost identically 
the same fea:ures and causes of complaint by 
the United States against Canadian action and 
British default in its correction, confronted us ip 
May, 1886, and has continued until the present 
time. : ; 

The greater part of the correspondence which 
has taken place between the two Governinenté 
has heretofore been communicated to Coz 8S, 
and at as early a day as possible [ shalt trans- 
mit the remaining portion to this date, accom- 
panying it with the joint protocols of the confer- 
ences which resulted in the conclusion of the 
treaty now submitted to you. Yeu will thus be 
fully possessed of the record and history of the 
case since the termination on June 30, 1885, of 
the fishery articles of the treaty of Washington 
ot 1871, whereby we were relegated to the pro- 
visions of the treaty of Oct, 20, 1818. e 

As the documents and papers referred to will 
supply full information of the positions taken 
under my Adwinpistration by ile representatives 
of the United States, as well as those vceupied 
by the representatives of the Gov ment of 
Great Britain, it is not considered necessary of 
expedient torepeat them in this message. But 
I believe the treaty will be iound to contain @ 
just, honorable, and, therefore, satisfactory solu 
tion of the difficulties which have clouse:t our 
relations with our neighbers on our northern 
border. Especially satisfactory do I believe the 
proposed arrangement wili be found by those of 
our citizens who are engaged in the open-sea 
fisheries adjacent to the Canadian Coast, and re- 
sorting to those ports and barbors under treaty 
provisions and rules of international law, 

The proposed delimitation of the lines of the 
exclusive tisheries from the common fisheries 
will give certainty and security as to the area of 
their legitimate field’; the headland theory of 
imaginary lines is abandoned by Great Britain, 
and the specification in the treaty of certain 
named bays especialiy provided tor gives satis- 
faction to the inhabitants of the shores, with 
out subtracting materialiy from the value 
or convenience of the fishery righ of Amer- 
icans. The uninterrupted navigation of the Strait 
of Canso is expressiy and for the first time af 
firmed, apd the four purposes for whichour fish- 
ermen, under the treaty of 1818, wers allowed 
to enter the bays and harbors of Can 
ada and Newfoundland within the  beit 
of three marine miles are*placed under a fair 
and liberal construction, and their enjoyment 
secured without such conditions and restrictions 
as in the past have embarrassed and obstructed 
them so seriously. The eniorcement of penal 
ties for unlawfuliy fishing or prepsring to fish 
within the inshore and exclusive waters of Can 
ada and Newfoundland isto he accomplished 
under safeguards against oppressive or arbi 
trary action, thus protecting the derendant fisk- 
ermen from punishment in advance of trial, de 
lays, and inconvenience, and unnecessary ex- 
pense. ’ 

The history of events m the last two years 
shows that no feature of Canadian adn istra 
tion was more harassing and jlujurious than the 
compulsion upon our fishing Vessels to wake 
fornia! entry and Clearance on every occasion of 
temporarily seekinx shelter in Cauadian ports 
and harbors. Such inconvenience is provided 
against in the proposed treaty, and this most 
frequent and justcause of comptaintis removed. 
The articles permitting our fishermen to obtain 
provisions and the ordinary sup sof trading 
Vessels on their homeward voy: snd under 
which they are accorded the ? rand even 
more important privilege on occasions of 
purehasing such casual or ne tL provisions 
and supplies as are ordinarily granted to tra!- 
lng Vessels, are of creat importance and value. 
The heenses which are te be granted without 
charge and on application, in order to enable 
our fishermen to enjoy these privileges, are 
reasonable and proper checks in the nunds of 
the local authorities to identify the recipients 
and prevent abuse, and can fopm no impediment 
to those who intend to use them fairiy, The 
hospitality secured for our vessels in all cases 
of actual distress, with liberty to unload and 
sell and trausship their cargoes,jis full and 
liberal. ‘ - 

These provisions will secure the substantial 
enjoyment of the treaty rights ior our fisher 
men under the treaty of L818, for which conten- 
tion has been steadily made in the corresponu- 
ence of the Department of State, and our Minis- 
ter at London, and by the American negotiators 
of the present treaty. The richt of our fisaer 
men under ihe treaty of 1818 did not extend ty 
the procurewent of distinetive Ashery suppiies 
in Canadian ports and hartyora; aud one ttem- 
supposed to be essential, to wil, bail, Was plain, 
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iy denied them by the explicit and definite words 
‘ot tho treaty of 1818, emphasized by the course 
ofthe negotiation and express decisions which 
preceded the conclusion of that treaty. 

The treaty how submitted contains no provis- 
ion affecting tariff duties, and independently of 
he position assumed upon tke part of the 
Untted States that no alteration in our tariff or 
other domestic legislation could be made as the 
price of cousideration of obtaining the rights of 
our citizens secured by treaty, it was considered 
more expedient to allow any change in the 
revenue laws of the United States to be made by 
the ordinary exercise of legislative will, and in 
promotion of the publicinterests. Therefore, the 
addition to the free list of fish, fish otl, whale 
ani seal oil, &e., reetted in the last article of the 
treaty, is wholly left to the action of Cougress; 
and in conpection therewith the Canadian and 
Kewloundlaud right to regulate sales of bait 
and other fishing supplies within their own 
jurisdiction is recognized, and the right of our 
fishermen to freely purchase these things Is 
made contingent by this treaty upon the action 
of Congress in the modiiication of our tariff 
laws. 

Our social and commercial intercourse with 
those populations who have been placed upon 
our borders and made forever our neighbors is 
made apparent by alist of United Siates com- 
mon carriers, marine and inland, connecting 
their lines with Canada, which was returned by 
the Secretary of the Treasury to the Senate on 
the 7th day of February, I1S88,in answer to a 
resolution of that body, and this is iustructive as 
to the great volume of mutually profitable inter- 

! ves which has come into existence during 

t half century. This intercourse is still 
but partially developed, andif the amicable en-

populations be not obstructed, the promise of 
the future is full of tne fruits of sn unbounded 
prosperity on both sides of the border. 

The treaty now submitted to you has been 
framed in aspirit of liberal equity a 1d recip- 
roca! benefits, in the conviction that mutual 
advantage and convenience are the only perma- 
nent foundations, of peace aid friendship 
between States, and that with the adoption of 
the agreement now piaced before the Senate a 
benclicial and satisfactory intercourse between 
the two countries Willi be established so as to 
secure perpetual peace and harmony. 

In connection with the treaty herewith sub- 
mitted I deamit alse my duty to transmit to the 
Senate a written offer or arrangement. in the 
nature of a modus vivendi, tende after the 
conclusion of the treaty on the part of the Brit- 
ish Vienipotetiarics to secure kindly and peace- 
ful relations during the period 1b may be re- 
quired for the consideration of the treaty by the 
respective Governments aud for the enactment 
of the necessary degislation to carry Is provi- 
sions into effect if approved. This paper, freely 
and on their motion, signed by the British con- 
Terrees, net obly extends advantages to our fish- 
ermen pending ti ratification of ithe treaty, 
but ears to bh been dictated by a friendly 
and amicable spi 
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THE TREATY. 

The following is the text of the treaty: 

Whereas, Differences have arisen concerning 
the interpretation of Article L ofthe convention 
of Oct. 20, 1818, the United States of Amer- 
ica,and her Majesty, the Queen of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and ireland, being 
Millually desirous of removing all causes of 
misunderstanding in relation thereto, and of 
promoting friendly intercourse and gooil 
neighborhood between the United States aud 
the possessions of her Majesty in North Amer; 
ica, have resolved to conciude a treaty to that 
end, and have named as their plenipotentiaries, 
that is to say: ‘The President of the United 
States; Thomas F. Bayard, Secretary of State; 
William L. Putnam of Maine, and 
Angell of Michigan, and her Majesty, the Queen 
ofthe United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Treland, the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, 
member of Parliament; the Hon. Sir Liouel 
Sackville West, K. C. M. G., her Britaunic 
Majesty’s Envoy Extraerdinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary to the United States of Amer- 
jea, and Sir Charles Tupper, G. C. M., G. GC. B., 
Minister of Finance of the Dominion pf Canada, 
who, having communicated to each other their 
respective full powers, found in good. and due 
form, bave agreed upon the following articies: 

ARTICLE I, The high contracting partics 
agree to appoint a mixed commission to de- 
limiz, in the manner provided in this treaty, the 
British waters, bays, creeks, and harbors of the 
coasts of Cavada und of Newfoundland, as to 
which the United States, by Article [. of the con- 
vention of Oct. 20,1818; between the United 
States and Great Britain, renounced forever any 
liberty to take, dry, or cure fish. 

ARTICLE II The commission shall consist of 
two Commissioners, to be bamed by her Britannic 
Majesty, and of two Commissioners to be named 
by the. President of the United States, without 
delay, after the exchange of ratifications of this 
treaty. The commission shall meet and com- 
piete the delimitation as soon as possible there- 
piter. Incase of the death, absence, or inea- 
pacity of any Commissioner, or. in the event of 
any Commissioner omitting or ceasing to ach as 
such, the President of the United States er her 
Britannic Majesty, respectively, shall forthwith 
name another person to avt as Commissioner in- 
stead of the Commissioner originaily named. _ 

AxXTICLE LiL The delimination referred to in 
Article I. of this treaty shall be marked upon 
British Admiralty charts by a series of lines 
regularly numbered and duly described, The 
charts so marked shall, on the termination of 
the work of the conmimission, be signed by the 
Commissioners in quadruplicate, one copy 
whereof shall be delivered to the Secretary of 
State of the United States and three copies to 
her Majesty’s Government. The @elimitation 
shall be made in the following manner, and 
shall be accepted by both the high contracting 
parties as applicable for ail purposes under 
Article I. of the convention of Oct. 20, 1818, 
between the United States and Great Britain, 
The three marine miles mentioned in Article I. 
ofthe convention of Oct. 20, 1815, shall be 
measured seaward froin the iow-water mark,

It is not the fortune of every one to share 
in the revels of the gods of Olympus.

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HIGH LICENSE IN NEW-JERSEY. 


THE BILL’ PASSES THE HOUSE AND 
WILL PROBABLY BECOME A LAW. 
TRENTON, N. J., Feb, 21.—The great 

battle of the session has been fought, and the 
Local Option High License bill is as good as@ 
law. The Republican party in New-Jersey has 
arrayed itself in favor of the restriction ef the 
liquor traffic, The Democratic party has ranged 
itself on the side of the saloon interest, After 
all the effort made to arouse a publicexcitement 
over the bill, the ultimate contest to-day wag 
tame to disappointment. It began this morning 
when Mr. Hill of Essex, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican caucus, called up the bill in the Assembly. 
It was amended intwo particulars byits friends ; 
first, to require complaint of illegal liquor sell- 
ing to be made by three persons, instead of one, 
they to give security for the payment of costs, 
Second, a vote for local option in a county 
shail merely make it illegal to grant any license 
in such county to sell liquor to be drank on the 
premises, but shall not,as the bill first proposea, 
propibit the manufacture or sale of liquor at 
wholesale. This will leave the wine-growing 
interest of Cumberland untouched. 

The bill was rapidly re-engrossed, and at 4 
o'clock this afternoon, Chairman Hill, baving 
made a careful count of his forces, roved a cal 
of the House. Ludliam, Riley, and Smalley wer 
absent, but in the course of half an hour were 
broughtin. They made a fult House of 60 mem- 
bers. Mr. Hill moved to suspend the rules and 
take up the billon its third reading and final 
passage. This was agreed to. Mr. Dermitt, the 
Democratic leader, made a vigorous speeek 
against the bill: thatthe discrimination in the 
grade of licenses on the basis of population wags 
uufair; thatit was grossiy unjust to prohibit 
grocers from selling liqnors, and that it was un 
constitutional to vest in the eourt the power to 
Geprive a man of his license for illegal selling 
without the concurrence of 12 inteliigent jury- 
men. . 

Mr. Hill replied that the prohibition against 
groceries was one of the best features of the 
bill. As for the unconstitutionality of the bill, 
that had been passed upon by some of the ablest 
lawyers of the State, and the Republicans were 
perfectly willing to submit it to a Democratic 
Governor to vetoit if he dared, and to a Dem- 
ocratic Supreme Court and Courtef Errors to 
pass upoutt. Assemblyuian Rogers of later- 
son somewhat prematureiy moved the previoug 
question, which was ordered, and the bill was 
passed—34 yeas to 26 nays. Of the yeas 
32 were Republicaus and 2, Ludiata 
and Smalley of Cumberland, were Dem- 
ocrats, Of the nays 21 wers Democrats, 
and 5, Christie, Duzenberry, and Lozier of 
Essex, Leavitt of Mercer, and Letts of Hoboken, 
were Republicans. A motion of reconsider was 
quickly made, and debated briefly and voted 
down, thus clinching the passage of the bill. A 
large number of Quakers, clergymen, and other 
friends of temperance were present When tie re- 
sult was announced, and were greatly rejeiced, 
The bill will be taken to the Senate to-morrow, 
but probably will uot be passed before Thurs- 
day. Itis generally believed tnat the Governor 
will veto it, and itis as generally believed that 
the bili will become alaw next week, notwiih- 
standing his veto.

Stephenson, he referred 
to the fact that the board in 1875 had voted to 
transfer the Lubor Bureau to those societies. 

Mr. Stephenson interrupted to say that at 
that time he was nota memberof the board, 
He'added that he was not opposed to the so- 
cleties, but to their being represented in the 
board as they were at the present time. 

Mr. Hauselt contended that Mr. Stephenson 
had approved the “doctored” reports of the 
Labor Bureau, because he had signed the re- 
ports of the board in which the bureau reports 
had been incorporated. 

Mr. Stephenson asserted that the bureau re- 
ports had not been acted upon by the board, 
and Mr. Hauselt maintained that they had 
been. 

This aroused Mr. Stephenson pretty thorough- 
ly iy he exelaimed: ‘Weill, then, ma liar, 
ent 

Mr. Hauselt merely smiled approvingly. 

Mr. Stephenson called upon Clerk Jackson to 
state whether the bureau reports had been 
acted on by the board, and the cierk admitted 
that Mr. Stephenson was rigbt. 

Mr. Taintor thougbt that the Labor Bureau 
should be investigated and its evils disclosed, 
Under proper conduct it might be a good thing. 
He moved as an ainendment to Mr. Stephenson's 
motion that the action of the board at its laat 
meeting in resolving to abolish the Labor Bu- 
reau be reconsidered, pending an investigation 
by the Castile Garden Committee, whieh com- 
mittee should report on or before April 1, or as 
soon therealter as possible. 

Mr. Hewitt, with a amiling face, said that he 
had come to the meeting of the board with no 
preconceived notions, but simply to listen te the 
Commissioners, He had gathered from the diseus- 
sion that they had first struck the blow at the 
Labor Bureauand then proposed an investigation 
which, thought, was not quite the ordinary 
course to follow. The proper way would have 
been to have had the investigation first. Mr, 
Taintor’s motion, he said, prepared the way for 
repairing an evil that had been done. 

Mr. Stephenson accepted the amendment, and 
Mr. Taintor’s motion was adopted. Thus the 
Labor Bureau still lives, pending the rigid in- 
vestigation to which it will be subjected. Prior 
to the vote the Mayor presented a protest from 
the Central Labor Union of Brooklyn against 
the abolishment of the Labor Bureau.

WEIGHTS FOR THE ENTRIES IN 
BIG JEROME PARK RACE, 
Although the weights for the City Handi- 
cap, the great race for 3-year-olds and upward 
at Jerome Park, are not due uutil Thursday, 
Secretary Lovecroft makes them public to-day, 
Mr. Wheatly having perfected the work of han- 
dicapping the entries. It is work skilfully and 
cleverly done, and shows that Mr. Wheatly be- 
lieves that weight cannot stop a good horse and 
that feather weights are necessary to bring a 
poor one anywhere near a good performer. He 
has probably handicapped Hanover out of it by 
putting 130 pounds on him, thus leaving King- 
ston and Volante as the top weights at 124 
punnds, an estimate which will open to 
some criticism, for while Volante is given 
but 2 pounds more than weight for 
age Kingston is given 6 pounds more. 
To the non-professional handicapper it looks 
as if Volante, even with this treatment, was 
handicapped rather on Mr. Baldwin’s estimate 
ot his horse than on the animal’s actual merits, 
acriticism that apples with equal force to the 
other handicaps of the year thus far announeed. 
The penalties for winners in the race are 4 
pounds for winners of two or more races of the 
vaiue ef $700 each, or one of the value of $1,000 ; 
8 pounds for winners of two races of the value 
of $1,000 each or of one with $2,000 ; 12 pounds 
for winners of three races of $1,000 each or two 
of $2,000 each. In the case of horses handi- 
capped at 108 pounds or over, if 3 years 
oid, or at 115 pounds or over if 4 vears old 
or upward, the penalties shall apply to the ex- 
tent of one-lialf only, or, in other words, 2, 4, and 
6 pounds.

St. Paut, Minn., Feb. 21.—D. L. Mc¥n- 
tyre and R. L. Richardson, newspaper men, of 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, passed through the city to- 
day. In the course of a conversation they said: 
“Premier Norquay 1s buried forever, and it is 
doubted whether the Parliament will pass an 
ct allowing him to practice taw and gain a live- 
lihood, for he has no means left. The condition 
of affairs in Manitoba has materially changed 
since five years ago. Then it was almostas 


much as a man’s life was worth to teil the truth 
about the country, and now it may bs 
told fearlessly. The elections on Thursday 
last Were a complete victory forthe Liberals, 
and the Conservatives, of whom Norquay was 
the leader, are Jooking around for a new head. 
You may safely say that uniess the policy of 
monopoply which the Government and the Ca- 
nadian Pacifico Road have maintained is done 
away with there willbe a general exodus of 
Winnipyg people to the United States. There 
are farmers up there who bave been five yeara 
living 40 miles from a railroad, and who had 
been promised @ road within a year after their 
settlement. 

The defaleation of Bordeaux, the Queen’s 
printer, will amount to at least $10,000, and the 
indications point to the fact that other officers 
of the Government under the Norquay régime 
are also short in their accounts. All tnese things 
have helped to lessen Norquay’s hold upon the 
people.

A GLANCE AT THE FORTHCOMING RE- 
PORT OF COMMISSIONER BROWN. 
ALBANY, Feb. 21.—In the forthcoming | 


annual report of the State Dairy Department by 
Commissioner Brown, it is stated that before | 


convinced that the State has power to protect 
its citizens from imposition it was necessary to 
bring more than 1,900 suits for violation of the 
dairy laws. A large proportion of these have 
resulted in favor of the department, while the 
constitutionality of the laws has been established 
beyond question. .One of the features of the re- 
port consists of opinions from leading dairymen 
on the best methods of conducting the cheese , 


business, the prevalence of fraud in production, | 
and as to what means the consumption of it cau | 
best be increased. 

In August the Commissioner sent to dairy- 
meh in various parts of the State circnlars ask- 
lug their opinion with regard to branding cheese 
With the official State brand, whether all manu- 
facturers of cheese should be compelled by law 
to brand their make just what it is, 80 that con- 
sumers might be informed of the nature of the 
eheese they buy, whethera habit of branding 
cheese with the State brand as ‘‘full cream” 
when it is not prevails to any extent, and as to 
how the sale and consumption of cheese 
can best be promoted. The replies show that 
the question of branding cheese with the official 
State brand remains an open one among dairy- 
men. A vood many of them arein favor of the 
plan; others consider such a branding «vd vanta- 
geous to consumers only; others are indifferent, 
while a considerable number condemn the State 
brand as useless or detrimental to the natural 
relations of producer and consumer. 

The sentiment returned with reference to re- 
quiring by law all cheese to be branded just 
what it is—whether skim or full creaw—is near- 
ly unanimous in favor of such branding. A lew 
respondents do not believe in branding at all. 
They insist that the purchaser ought to know 
what he is buying without asking what it is, 
The replies to the question, How prevalentis the 
habit of branding chevse as full cream 
when it is not, if it obtains at all? can- 
not fail to gratify cheese consumers. 
In the reports on this point there is 
nota single expression of positive knowledge 
of the existence of this hat. Most of the re- 
plies are simply negations, One man says * that 
as the branding of cheese is not obligatory a 
loophole is left for the fraud inquired into.” 
Another says, ‘There is great temptation to 
skim milk in the Fall and then brand that made 
from It as full cream.” The last inquiry as to 
hew best to promote the sale and consumption 
of cheese called out a series of replies too volu- 
minous for a summary. 

A chapter of the report is devoted to the legal 
situation of the department relative to prosecu- 
tions for violation of the State dairy laws. The 
Commmassioner says: ** The results obtained since 
the decision of the Arensburg case, (establishing 
tne constitutionality of the cleomargarine laws,) 
while they are extremely gratifying to the de- 
partment, the public and all interested in dairy 
products must not be accepted as ending the 
necessity for a continued, azgressive, aud etti- 
cient enforcement of the existing laws. Al- 
though the business of selling oleomargarine 
resembling dairy butter is practically sup- 
pressed in this State, it would be immediately 
resumed if the prosecutions by the State for vio- 
lation of the dairy laws should be ubandoned.”

WAGES AND SOCIAL PROGRESS, 

George Gunton delivered a lecture in the 
Workingmen’s School, at 109 Weat Fifty-fourth- 
street, last evening on “Is the Wages System 
Inimical to the Industrial and Social Progress of 
the Laboring .Classes?” Mr. Guaton’s lecture 
Was an attack upon the orthodox idea of a tend- 
ency of wages to a minimum, based upon 
ticardo’s theory of the natural price of labor. 
It was this theory, the lecturer said, and the 
resulting “iron law of wages” which had greatly 
increased the gulf between laborer and capital- 
ist. Ricardo was wrong. The natural price 
of labor is fixed, not by the mere food, 
elothing, and necessities required to sustain the 
laborer aud continue the species, but upon some- 
thing more—upon the socia] character of the 
laborer. The concentration of capital and the 
development of the factory system had led to 
many evils, anti-educational tendencies, &c., 
but these evils are in DO Way necessary to the 
wage system. 

The lecture was followed by a discussion, in 
which Dr. M. L Swift and Kdward King atiackea 
the position taken by the lecturer.

M. VERNEUIL refers for par- 
tial confirmation of his theory to the fact 
that lockjaw most commonly attacks per- 
sons who have to do with horses, the great 
proportion of cases being those of stable- 
men, coachmen, and grooms, and he is con- 
fident that he will yet succeed in wresting 
the lockjaw microbe from his hiding place 
on or in the body of a diseased horse.

THE FISHERIES TREATY. 

The treaty signed on the 15th inst. by the 
American and British Commissioners con- 
cerning the fisheries question will be found 
in our columns in full this morning, to- 
gether with the message of the President 
and the text of the temporary agreement 
for a modus vivendi, pending action of the 
contracting parties, proposed by the British 
Commissioners and accepted by those of the 
United States. The President says: ‘* The 
treaty meets my approval because I believe 
that it supplies a satisfactory, practical, 
and final adjustment, upon a basis honor- 
able and just to both parties, of the difficult 
and vexed question to which it relates.” 

The first eight articles of the treaty pro- 
vide a joint commission, two members to 
be named by each Government, to delimit 
the British waters, bays, harbors, &c., of 
the coasts of Canada and Newfoundland 
within which the United States renounced 
by the treaty of 1818 the liberty to take, 
dry, or cure fish. The rule of delimitation 
involves, as the President says, the aban- 
donment of “‘the headland theory of im- 
aginary lines.” Certain named bays are 
specified within which the right of fishing 
is not claimed by the United States. This 
the President gives 
satisfaction to the inhabitants cf the 

without sabtracting materially 
the value or convenience of the 
fishery rights of Americans.” Free access 
to the Strait of Canso is secured for the 
first time by the ninth article of the treaty. 
Articles X. to XIV. relate to the privileges of 
American fishing vessels in Canadian ports. 
These are to be practically the same as those 
of vessels other than fishers, and the same 
as those of Canadian fishers, except with 
regard to the purchase of bait, which is 
prohibited. Fishing vessels are required to 
have certificates, which ars to be furnished 
free of charge on application.

This treaty has already been heartily op- 
posed and bitterly criticised by some of the 
Republican Senators, particularly those rep- 
resenting the fishery interests. This oppo- 
sition is natural, though itis inconsistent. 
We do not believe it is wise. We hope it 
may not be shared by enough other Repvb- 
licans to defeatthetreaty. We obtainunder 
this agreement greater advantages than have 
ever been accorded so freely before. These 
include everything that has beenclaimed by 
us, with the exception of fishing in a rela- 


tively limited area, They inclade the aboli-. 
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tiom of the headlana theory, and 
nearly complete freedom of intercourse, 
except the purchase of bait and like sup- 
plies. We eannot hope to obtain better 
terms by mutual agreement. It is open to 
us at any time to obtain all we have ever 
wished by the repeal of the duty on Canadian 
tish, which, as to most of the product, is one- 
half centa pound. The alternative to the 
ratification of the treaty is the’ reopening 
and indefinite prolongation of a vexed, 
complicated, and, in our opinion, useless 
and senseless quarrel. We do not believe 
the American people desire that. 


HAS NO LAW BEEN BROKEN? 

The remarks of some of our contempora- 
ries concerning the investigation of Trusts 
and other trade combinations should not be 
overlooked. Onthe 17thinst. the Tribune 
said: “It is not apparent to the casual 
observer what special benefit will result 
from the investigation of ‘Trusts’ which 
the State Senate decided to engage in yes- 
terday.” The ‘casual observer’ ‘has since 
been enlightened, for on yesterday morn- 
ing the Tribune urged the committee 
‘to probe this matter to the bottom,” 
and added: ‘‘ The publi¢ cannot know too 
much about the companies that have 
formed an alliance to put up the price of so 
necessary an article as sugar.” May we 
hope that by and by the Tribune will ex- 
press the same opinion about the companies 
that have formed alliances to put up the 
prices of plowshares, lead, borax, steel rails, 
linseed oil, slates, copper, steel beams, 
nails, paper bags, and many other products, 
and will courageously point out that high 
tariff duties enable them thus to deprive 
the people of the benefits of competition ? 

And the Postis led by the testimony of 
Mr. HAVEMEYER to assure its readers that 
“it cannot be said that any law is violated 
by Trusts.” ‘‘ Noris it easy,” they are told, 
“‘to see how any iaw that the Statecan pass 
can reach them, nor is it clear that any 
law is necessary.” Nevertheless, the Post 
said a few months ago: ‘“ It is certain that 
the American people will not allow them- 
selves to be bound and strangled, like a 
blind Samson or an aged Laocoén, by a 
lot of new-fangled monopolies calling them- 
selves Trusts. A way will be found to get 
rid of them, and it will be a lawful way.” 

The testimony of CARSTEN WILLIAM 
Srmrck, taken by the committee yesterday, 
ought to suggest even to the Post that there 
are laws which can be used against such 
combinations as the Sugar Trust or Ar- 
rangement. Mr. SreRcK is the Secretary of 
the Moller & Sierck Company, a corpora- 
tion formed under the laws of this State 
only three or four months ago with a cap1- 
tal of $210,000, and formed in order that 
it might be taken into the Trust. Its 
stock was turned over to the Trust’s 
Board, and in return certificates were 
issued, snd now the Board seems to hold 
both the stock and the certificates. There 
remains the semblance of a corporation, 
with a Secretary who is simply the agent 
of the Board, and who is required to report 
to the Board’s Secretary every day when 
the refinery is in operation the quantity of 
sugar bought, refined, or sold, and the 
prices of the same. Moreover, this ‘ cor- 
poration’s” refinery was recently closed by 
decree of the Board, but Mr. Srercr’s 
profits are not affected by the suspension. 

Now, do the people of the State of New- 
York grant corporate charters to be used 
in this way? Do they give to applicants 
privileges to be used in forming monopo- 
lies to exact tribute from themselves? Is 
it not possible for the law officer of the 
people to bring to account this corpora- 
tion and any other corporation doing busi- 
ness in this State upon a charter issued 
by this State which has surrendered its 
powers to an irresponsible Board whose 
aim is to monopolize the supply of an 
article of food? It seems to us that the 
laws providing for quo warranto proceed- 
ings against corporations in certain cases 
should be tested in proceedings against 
some corporation which has been swal- 
lowed up by a Trust. 

Has the corporation of which we have 
spoken “abused its powers’? Has it done 
some “act which amounts to a surrender of 
its corporate rights, privileges, or fran- 
chises’”? Has it ‘exercised a franchise or 
privilege not conferred on it by law”? Has 
it ‘‘ forfeited its privileges or franchises by 
failing to exercise its powers”? Again, 
with regard to this Board, whose existence 
is admitted, but whose powers and duties 
members of the Trust and their counsel will 
not define—has it not usurped certain fran- 
chises? Is it not an ‘‘association or number 
of persons acting within this State as a 
corporation without being duly incorpo- 
rated,” and for that reason oughtit not to 
become the defendant in an action brought 
by the Attorney-General in the name of the 
people, as provided by statute? 


THE REPUBLICAN DILEMMA. 

We pointed out on Monday the difficulty 
that the Republican Party will encounter 
in the Northwest if it goes into the contest 
next Fall without a substantial revenue 
reform policy anda candidate that will fair- 
ly represent such a policy. As to the State 
of Minnesota, there is no room for reasonable 
doubt that it will be lost to the Repub- 
licans without such concessions to the very 
strong popular sentiment existing there. 
The evidence so far attainable regarding 
Wisconsin shows a state of public opinion 
there not essentially different from that in 
Minnesota, and the same is true of Ne- 
braska. The evidence is not so conclusive 
regarding Michigan, though there is a very 
confused condition of politics in that State, 
and at the election of 1884 the Labor vote 
and the Prohibition vote were larger than 
in any other section of the country in pro- 
portion to population. It is certain that 
the effect of a failure to propose a liberal 
tariff reform would be to endanger the Elect- 
oral vote of the State for the Republicans. 

It has been usualin discussing the most 
expedient policy tor the Republicans in 
the coming election to regard New-York, 
New-Jersey, and Connecticut as the pivotal 
States, i. ¢., to assume that the party that 
got the Electoral votes of these States 
would be sure to elect its candidate. But 
this is not necessarily so. It is clear that 
if the other States should vote as in 1884, 
and the Republicans should carry thei 


tion of 


thirty-six votes of New-York, the nine o 
New-Jersey, and the six of Connecticut— 
fifty-one in all—and should lose the thirteen 
votes of Michigan, the seven of Minnesota, 
the five of Nebraska, and the eleven of Wis- 
consin, or thirty-six in all, the net gain 
would be but thirty votes, and the Demo- 
crats would still haye a majority of seven 
in the Electoral College. It is assumed also. 
that the three seaboard: States mentioned 
above would be endangered for the 
Democrats by a policy of tariff reform 
clearly announced, and could not be 
carried by the Republicans with any such 
policy on their part. This is an entirely 
untenable assumption for which there is 
no evidence that approaches conclusiveness. 
Butifthe assumption were justified, and 
the Republicans should carry these States 
by a protective platform and lose the four 
Western States by the same platform, the 
party would still fail to win the Presidency. 
As amatter of expediency on the facts as 
they now stand, it will be seen that there 
is nothing to be relied on in the protection- 
ist programme, 

What, however, is very much more likely 
to happen, according to the indications of 
the elections since 1884, is that the Demo- 
crats, with a policy of tariff reform as 
definite and uncompromising as that adopt- 
edin the New-York platform of last Fall, 
would carry New-York for Mr. CLEVELAND 
without difficulty, would almost surely 
carry Minnesota and Nebraska, and would 
stand a very fair chance of carrying Wis- 
consin and Michigan. With Minnesota added 
to the column the Democratic majority of 
Electoral votes would be fifty-one; with Ne- 
braska also it would be sixty-one; with Wis- 
consin in addition it would be eighty-three. 
These are additions quite within the range 
of practical calculations. Itis very much 
more likely that the Democrats will gain 
all these States and Michigan as well 
than it is that they will lose New- 
York. The loss of New-York is, indeed, 
a contingency that they have no reason 
whatever to fear. Its recovery by the 
Republicans is something that could be 
counted on only in sheer desperation. 
Whatever else is true, it is perfectly plain 
that the hold of the Democratic Party on 
the State has grown, and that it has done 
so by reason of the increasing popular con- 
fidence in Mr. CLEVELAND, and especially 
by reason of the steady advance of public 
opinion tuward the moderate, but substan- 
tial, policy of tariff reform that he so def- 
initely represents. The Republicans made 
their last campaign in this State distinctly 
on the protectionist principle, and the Dem- 
ocrats made theirs as distinctly on the tariff 
reform principle, and the former were sig- 
nally defeated. No other result could be 
expected this Fall. No Presidential candi- 
date that could be named by the Repub- 
Jicans would, ona high tariff platform, add 
anything to the party’s relative strength, 
certainly not enough to overcome the pow- 
erful impulse that has made itself manifest 
in the direction of tariff reform. 

The dilemma of the Republicans, then, is 
this: If they cling to their reactionary 
policy on the tariff they will imperil all or a 
great part of thirty-six Electoral votes in 
the Northwest and risk a defeat far more 
crushing than the one they suffered in 1884. 
There would only be a faint chance of 
tempering this disaster by the gain of the 
fifteen votes of New-Jersey and Connecti- 
cut, and there would be quite as great a 
chance of their losing the fourteen votes of 
Massachusetts. If, on the other hand, they 
accomplish the almost incredible feat of 
adopting a fairly tariff reform policy and 
naming a candidate in harmony with it, 
the most they could hope for would be to 
retain the votes they had in 1884, which 
are obviously not enough. The recent con- 
vincing demonstration of liberal tariff re- 
form sentiment in the Northwest makes it 
practically certain that not only will Mr. 
CLEVELAND be triumphantly re-elected, 
but that his election will be followed by a 
substantial and progressive reform of the 
tariff. That would be an event in American 
political history second in importance and 
in its beneficent results only to the down- 
fall of slavery. 


HIGH LICENSE IN NEW-JERSEY. 


It is not creditable to the Legislature of 
New-York that a bil! for local option and 
high license should be laid before the Legis- 
lature of New-Jersey before a practicable 
measure intended to attain the same result 
should have been even reported in this 
State. Although the Prohibition Party in 
New-Jersey would by no means approve the 
measure that yesterday passed to its third 
reading in the Assembly, it isno doubt to the 
vitality of that party that the favorable 
progress of the billis due. In fact, the ben- 
efit wrought by the Prohibitionists any- 
where is indirect, and so long as they in- 
sist upon taking no account of the soctal 
conditions that surround them it will con- 
tinue to be so. If they succeed in really 
awakening the public mind and conscience 
to the evils of an unrestricted traffic in 
liquor they will have done a good work, 
though by no means the work upon which 
their hearts are set. 

The combination of local option and high 
license necessarily arrays the whole liquor 
interest of New-Jersey against this bill, and 
the success it had yesterday is all the more 
noteworthy and encouraging on that ac- 
count. The advantage of “local option” 
is that wherever prohibition can be en- 
forced there it can be enacted. In that 
view, however, the smaller the political 
community to which the appeal is made the 
more likelihood there is of the enforcement 
of the popular decree. The amendment 
moved yesterday that instead of being 
voted upon by counties, the ques- 
liquor or no liquor should 
be decided by “cities, towns, town- 
ships, and boroughs” severally was 
an unfriendly amendment in the sense 
that it was offered by an opponent of the 
bill. To that fact its defeat is probably 
due. In itself the amendment was really a 
furtherance of the purpose of the bill. It 
is not likely that there is any county in 
New-Jersey in which the sentiment against 
the sale of liquor is near enough to una- 
nimity to secure the suppression of the 
traffic. On the other hand, if there are no 
“cities” there are without doubt town- 
ships and boroughs in which a great ma- 


jority of the voters would take the steps 


necessary to give effect to their votes, 
and in which an adverse vote wouid be fol- 
lowed by a suppression. The principle of 
local option requires that each neighborhood 
should have the opportunity of deciding 
the question for itself, and this opportunity 
is not given by the bill in the form in which 
it passed to its third reading. There may 
be prohibition boroughs or townships in 
counties that are carried for license, and 
there may be boroughs or townships in 
favor of license in counties that vote for 
prohibition, 

In this State the subject of local option is 
not of the firstimportance. While the evils 
of the liquor traffic are felt in every county 
of the State, there is in many communities a 
public sentiment that acts almost as effect- 
ually to restrain men from public drinking 
as if that practice were prohibited by law. 
But itis herein this city that the evils of 
the traffic are greatest. Here the influence 
of the saloon in politics is most extensive 
and most hurtful. Local option will not 
meet the case atall. Evenif a vote could 
be had to refuse licenses, the refusal 
would amount to nothing except to de- 
prive the public of even that pretense of 
regulation which a license retains. High 
and restricted license is the only measure 
for diminishing the liquor traffic that offers 
any promise of practicability. There is not 
the slightest danger that such a measure 
will be made too stringent. There seems to 
be a considerable danger that no city mem- 
ber will show the interest in such a measure 
that is required even to get it fairly before 
the Legislature, and to force the members 
of that body to such a committal as was 
yesterday obtained from the members of the 


Assembly in New-Jersey.

STILL UNDER SUSPENSE. 


THE MINERS’ BITTER FEELING AGAINST 
THE COMPANY. 


POTTSVILLE, Penn., Feb. 21.—This has 
been a day of anxiety and suspense to the peo- 
ple of the coal region. The coal and iron com- 
pany had 25 collieries at work—one more than 
yesterday—but in the aggregate there were 
probably fewer men employed. Quite a number 
who started work laid oft to-day, not for the 
purpose of again opening the strike but still an- 
ticipating an order to that effect and keeping 
themselves solid with the bosses by various ex- 
cuses for their idleness. 
full of committees seeking the aid of 
the Joint Executive Committee in hav- 
ing men who were refused work restored 
to their places. The actual number throughout 
the region of men who on returning to the 
collieries found themselves locked out approx- 
imates 1,000. A very large proportion of these 
areengineers and firemen; of the remainder 
there are only exceptional cases at any collieries 
but Brookside and Suffolk. At these two mines, 
which were working pretty full-handed during 
the latter days of the strike, over 200 miners 


and skilled laborers in other branches have not 
been taken on. The bosses say their places were 
filled, and under the agreement those who fill 
them cannot be displaced to make room for the 
strikers. On the other hand, those who are 
locked out say they are victims and assert that 
there is plenty of other work for them to 
do, which they would take if they were 
given a chance. ‘The case of tho engineers 
is one of particular severity. They were per- 
Iitted by the strikers to remain at the posts to 
prevent damage to the mines by keeping them 
clear of water with the understanding that they 
should hoist no coal. Practically, all the while, 
they were strikers since they were under the 
orders of the leaders. When the company at 
certain collieries started to hoist scab-cut coal 
these men quitand were discharged. Now the 
company having filled their places temporarily 
refuses to take them back. 

The Chronicle, the only local paper that has 
constantly opposed the strike ona which, by the 
men has been accused of being the company’s 
organ, to-night faces directly about on this 
question which threatens to call all the miners 
out once more. It savs: 


“The surrender of the miners was manly and un- 
conditional, and such conduct on their part should 
be met with a magnanimous and conciliatory spirit 
on the partof the company. If these men had gone 
out with the strikers they would be restored to-day 
unconditionally, but because they remained at their 
posts forthe purpose of protecting the company’s 
property, and while there refused to hoist coal for 
market until the strike was declared off, they have 
been proscribed. Gentlemen of the coal and iron 
company, the bloodless victory you have won needs 
no victims. The hour of victory ehouli be the 
hour of magnanimity. What = want above all 
things now is the good will of your employes, and 
there is no better way to secure it than by the most 
liberal and comprehensive construction of the terma 
of surrender.” 

The only member of the joint committees here 
to-day was Treasurer John T. Little of St. Clair. 
The men of his town have made no effort to re- 
sume, preferring to await the action of the com- 
mittee io-morrow. District Assembly No. 213, 
to which the eugineers beleng, wil) also meet. 
Master Workman Lewis will be here, and it is 
altogether likeiy that the men will be called out 
again. From intimations received here from the 
Lackawanna and Wroming Valleys, the leaders 
believe the men there will alao strike to-morrow. 
A bumber of lecal meetings have been called 
for to-morrow that the men may de at hand tore- 
ceive any orders that come from the joint com- 
mittee tu strike or resume.. The feeling is very 
bitter atevery point where there are victims, 
and no one even affects to believe that the men 
would not in a body respond if called out. 


ASHLAND, Penn., Feb. 21.—The same 
collieries that worked yesteriay are in opera- 
tion to-day. No employes have been discharged 
or suspended in thie district and the miners feel 
satisfied, but say thatif ordered out again they 
will obey the order. 


MountTCarMEt,Penn., Feb.21,—Thestrik- 
ing miners made arush for their places this morn- 
ing to tind in many places they were not want- 
ed. One hundred were turned away from Alaska 
Colliery, and employment wae also refused 
Tany at Reliance and Looust Spring Collierios, 
The feeling against the Reading Company is bit- 
ter. Congressman Scott’s Pennsylvania Coll- 
iery miuers are still out, The leaders think the 
difficulty is not yet settled, 


SHAMOKIN, Penn., Feb. 21.—There has 
been a general resumption of work in the Sha- 
mwokin district, excepting at Gartield, Burnside, 
and Cameron Colleries, which are undergoing 
repairs. Arrangements bave been made to start 
them on Tuesday next at the furthest. Great 
discrimination has been made against the strik- 
ers and mary of them have lost their old places, 


THE TALLY-SHEEI FORGERIES.

TWO SPECIMEN WITNESSES FOR THE 
INDICTED MEN. 

CoLumBvts, Ohio, Feb. 21.—This has been 
one of the most interesting days since the tally- 
sheet case opened, two of those under indict- 
ment having been placed upon the stand as 
witnesses in behalf of R. B. Montgomery. The 
first was Fred Steube, the night watchman who 
was accused of abstracting the election returns 
from the unsafe safe in the County Clerk's oftice. 
Steube has by his own confession merely ex- 


isted since the County Commissioners dis- 
charged him, and there are, of course, vacue 
rumors that he is supported by what is zenerally 
known as tbe “gang,” as the price of bis testi- 
mony. He swore bis way through on the theory 
of utter ignorance and innocence, taking up 
Granville’s story of his connection with the 
crime and denying it in detail. The witness was 
badly shaken up on his cross-examination, anit 
the prosecution made him contradict himself in 
several important particulars. 

Dr. C. R. Montgomery, brother of the man on 
trial, and himself now under indictment, was 
calied by the defense to make the same sweep- 
ing denial of any complicity in the crime. The 
defense led him over the ground covered by Wit- 
ness Granville, and he promptly deuied any 
knowledge of any intent to defeat the will of the 
people. On cross-examination, however, he ad- 
witted that he had seen Isaac R. Hill in this city 
since this case opened, though he refused to give 
their conversation in detail. He aiso admitted 
that he had gonein company with his brother, 
who is on trial, to see Bob Turner, proprietor of 
a gambling saloon, but denied that he nad told 
Turner that he would give $5,000 to have Gran- 
ville railroaded to Canada, and that this money 
would come from Alieu O. Myers at Cincinnati. 
He denied several things which the State will 
attempt to prove lateron. He has been twice 
indicted for the forgery, and was once tried be- 
fore a magistrate for stealing furniture from 
the penitentiary factories, with which to fur- 
nish his room and office. The technical offense 
was not proved, butit was pretty conclusively 
shown that he had secured the furniture for 
much less than the lumber would cost inthe 
primeval forest. These facts are well known to 
the jury, and will have their weight. 


THEY KNEW HIM IN GERMANY. 


GEORGE WILLIAM CURTIS LECTUR SS ON 
WASHINGTON. 


George William Curtis delivered a lecture 
last evening before the Workingmen’s Club, 
West New-Brighton, Staten Island, on George 
Washington. He began by comparing the 
“Father of his Country” to the great men of 
every age and profession who had gone before. 
“Although destitute of what men call genius,” 


said Mr. Curtis, “he was the perfection of a 
great moral mind.” ‘To illustrate the fame 
which Washington attained in other lands, Mr. 
Curtis laughingly related the following anecdote 
of himself: When he wasin Berlin somo years 
ago, while seated in a café chatting with some 
friends, a German gentleman, after a few min- 
utes’ pause, turned and asked, “Are you not an 
American ?” 

*“* Yes.” replied Mr. Curtis, “I am.” 

“ Ah.’ said the foreign gentleman, with that 
peculiar emphasis which only tne Germans cun 
give, ‘‘ah, we know your great men over here 
very weil, especially that great man Gen. Wash- 
ington Irving.” 

A brief résumé of Washington’s life was given, 
embracing all the important events of his time. 
The three periods into which Washipgton's life 
may be considered as divided were sharply 
drawn and illustrated by characteristic 
events. the period of formatiion of 
character and acquisition of experience 
ended with the disastrous defeat of Braddock. 
The qualities which he possessed and had de- 
veloped made him the successful leader in the 
Revolution. Finally his pol t cal sagacity titted 
him to be the head of the new nation. 

In conclusion Mr. Curtis remarkea: ‘‘ Wash- 
ington always seems to me like the figure of 
good old St. Christopher bearing the Christ 
across the raging sea. Washington never 
faltered, andin the face of all obstacles gained 
at last the goal that was ever before him.”

Justice Smith also subiaitted a resolation, 
which was adopted, approving the action of the 
Republican Clubin appointing a committee of 
twenty-tive to Oecd sane with the cezular aa- 
sociationa of enrolled Republicans in the forma- 
tion of Republican clubs in the several As- 
sembly districts. 

Joel W. Mason, ex-Pclice Commissioner, 
called up two amendments to the eunatitution 
of the Republican County Committees proposed 
by him on Jan. 17, which were both adopted, 
The first provides that it shall take a two-thirds 
vote of allthe members present at a meeting 
to expel amember from tho County Commit- 
tee instead of a wajority, of the whole County 
Committee. The other made a similar aména- 
roent to another article referring to the same 
subject. 

A substitute for Article XVII. of the constt- 
tution was offered by John Reisenweber of the 
Nineteenth Assembly District.

No person shall be eligible for 
delegate to the County Committee, nor for member. 
ship in any district committees, nor for an ollicer of 
the enrviled Republicans, nor for delegate to any 
nominating convention, nor for enroiling ofticer or 
inspector of elections, whois not a voter in the 
city of New-York, or who directly or indirectly 
holds any political office of emdinment other than 
thatoft notary public, commisatoner of deeds, in- 
specior of elections, or poll clerk under Democratic 
authority; *~ * = and all oifices the Lower uf ap. 
pointment to which is vested iu soy Lomoorat or 
any board or body a hens cn of whose members 
are Dewocrats, or in any Loar or Daily hose mem- 
bers are appointe’’ by any Democrat, shall be con- 
sidered as held under Democratic authority. * * * 
Nor snall this article apply to any person whose 
appointment was originally raade by or ander Re 
publican suthority aad who heids over under such 
appointment.” 


Mr. Reisenweber’s substitute read as follows: 


“No person shall be eligible for celegate to the 
County Committee, nor for membership of any dis- 
trict committee, nor for an cficerof the enrolled 
Republicans, nor for delegate to any nominating 
couvention, nor for enrolling officer, or inspector of 
election who is not’a voter in the city of New- 
York orwho has been exvelied from the County 
Committee within a year then last past. All votes 
cast for & person helaing sich an office shall be null 
ani void, and the person or persons other than these 
hereby declared to be ineligible receiving the high. 
est pumber of votes shall be deemed and returned as 
elected.

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A WAITER COMPANY INVOLVED, 


THE PROPERTY OF A GRAND RAPIDS 
CORPORATION ATTACHED. 

DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 21.—An attachment 
Was issued yesterday against the Grand Rapids 
Hydraulic Company to secure aclaim of $40,657 
held by John Tull Browning, a banker of New- 
York City. It appears that Mr. Browning 
purchased 33 bonds of $1,000 each from the 
American Loan and Trust Company of Boston, 
which holds a mortgage on the plant of the Hy- 
draulic Company of $1,200,000. He also 
bought a note against the Hydraulic 


Company for $4,000. Two of the coupons 
were due, one in July, 1887, and 
the otherin January, 1888. These were pre- 
sented for payment and the company refused to 
pay. On Saturday the bonds and all of the 
claims were received by a Grand Rapids firm of 
attorneys and payment demunded, which was 
again refused. The writ of attachment was 
then procured and placed upon the entire prop- 
erty of the company. This comprises tive 
miles of pipes under ground, several miles 
above ground, the office furniture, real 
estate, and franchises of the company. To-day 
the Hydraulic Company turned the tables by be- 
ginning proceedings against the American Trust

Sowden called attention to a printer's 
error in one place in the bill, by which 
the appropriation was left at $100,000 and 
moved to correct the error. Exactiy the same 
course was necessary to make this amendment. 
Then came the formal moon to report the biil 
favorably tothe House. To carry it required a 
Wiva voce vote, a division which showed no 
quorum, and a vote by teliers. ‘Lhe bill nad been 
pending 55 minutes before it was disposed of. 

Chairman Dibble reached into the barre! again 
and for the third piece pulled out an appropria- 
tion of $125,000 for Lancaster, Penn.

TRYING TO STRENGTHEN THE EXISTING 
ORGANIZATIONS, 

Curcaco, Feb. 21.—The conference of 
the committee of Western railway managers is 
not getting on a& smoothly as it might. At the 
beginning, under pressure of a desire to not only 
stop therate war, but also to provide means and 
methods to avoid, as far as possible, all further 
serious disturbances, it was the expressed in- 
tention to bring the. associations into closer 
relations, even, if necessary, to practically 
merge the Western, Northwestern, and South- 
western organizations into one, so far as those 
questions were concerned in whicb ail were 
mutually interested. However, the discussions

Instead of building up anew, 
the work is in the way of patching up an ex- 
pediency programme tbat 18 calculated to tide 
over for the time being, and take tbe chances ou 
future outbreaks, The strengtheuing process, 
so far as it has eome fo light, Is comprised in 
promulgating strieter rujes and regulations, and 
enlarging the power of the Chairmen to enforce 
the same. ‘lo-day's session Was given up to the 
cousideration of one of these “strengthening” 
sachewes submitted by the representative of the 
Chicago and Northwestern, and applicable to 
the Northwestern territory. It contemplates 
embracing all routesin the organization, work- 
ing on equal rates, and bound together by the 
good faith of the members. 

It is a temporary expedient, but the committee 
is in the mood to let to-morrow take care of 
itself. On this line the committee will evolve a 
plan which will be submitted to the general 
meeting of managers. That the memvers are in 
earnest 1a proved by the fact that they labored 
all day, had a night session, and will meet again 
to-morrow in order to reach a settlement by 
evening. 

Fair progress on the plan indicated was made 
to-day, the idea being to preserve the three asso- 
clations intact, with a general agreement to cov- 
ern them all in matters of common interest. 
The chauces are that a unanimous report will be 
reached to-morrow and a general meeting of 
Managers will be called early next week. 


TO CUT OFF THROUGH BILLING. 
THE EAST- 


RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED BY 
BOUND ROADS. 

CHicaco, Feb. 21.—Representatives of 
the east-bound roads from Chicago met at Chair- 
man Blanchard’s office to-day and adopt- 
ed the preliminary statement of the effect 
the demoralization in Western rates has 
had upon the receipts of Eastern roads. This 
statement says: ‘“‘It is our judgment that the 
agreement with Western lines for percentage 
divisions is not observed; that manipulation of 
billing by some Western lines still continues, the 
same being passed by some Eastern lines; that 


origin points are not shown; that property is 
rebilicd Goutrary to the contract at the Missis- 
sippi River and other points, resulting in the 
unjust depletion of the revenue of the East- 
ern lines and in many instances increasing the 
revenues of the Western lines above their local 
rates, above the, unde proportions of through 
rates Which they received before the last agree- 
meut, and extending their contests Into terri- 
tory of the Eastern associations contrary to tbe 
action of the joint committee.” To this state- 
ment are appended these resolutions: 

Resolved, That in the jndgment of this committees 
these practices aud results justify the abrogation 
of said percentages ani the agreement of Feb. 1 by 
adequate but prompt notice after proper action by 
the proper authority. 

Resolved. That in order to provide a practical and 
justalternate method this committee respectfully 
recommends that in lieu of said or any other per- 
centage divisions with said companies fixed per 100 
pounds be charged as proportions of throngh rates 
on each class to auc from Chicago and the various 
junctions south thereof to 5t. Louis, the same to be 
alike in both directions and to apply regardless of 
Western points of origin, destination or route, ex- 
cept that this rule be not apphed via Chicago to or 
from Milwaukee, St. Louis, or Peoria. 

Other resolutions set forth that the rates 
should be properly adjusted to and from Peoria 
and other junctions south of Chicago, so that no 
uudus advantage may result, and that propor- 
tions of through rates should not be below the 
Missouri River equalized proportions to and 
from Chicago or the differentials allowed 
on west-bound tratiic to and from- 
Chicago, and that rates finally adopt- 
ed as such proportions shounid = apply 
uniformly to all. Northwestern, Western, and 
Southwestern tonnagein both directions. This 
procedure, Which is to be submitted to the 
Eastern trunk lines for ratification, cuts oft 
through billing, and if the lines parties to it 
would act in good faith, it would remedy the ex- 
isting demoralization.

DONT LIKE THESE

CHARGES AGAINST THE KINGS COUNTY 
ELEVATED STOCKHOLDERS. 


Justice Pratt, in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, has granted a temporary injunction 
in the suit of Willard T. Sears to restrain the 
Kings County Elevated Railroad Company from 
issuing second mortgage bonds to the amount of 
$550,000 a mile onitsroad. The plaintiff owns 
427 shares of stock in the company and claims 
that the proposed issue of bonds will bring the 
entire wortgage on the road up to $1,100,000a 
mile, which is,in his opinion, twice the actual 
cost of its construction. The suit is based upon 
au assertion that ther6is no necessity for the 
issue of more stock or bonds, and that such pro- 
posed issue will destroy the value of the plain- 
tiff’s holdings. 

In the course of his affidavit Mr. Sears charges 
that he was forced to hand over 75 per cent. of 
his shares tothree Trustees, Harvey Farring- 
ton, Henry Bradlee, and Joseph E. Gay, part de- 
fenitants iu the present suit, whe in turn formed 
a syndicate toconstruct the road. This syndi- 
caie contracted with the Phenix Company to 
build the rvuad for $400,000 a mile, so that all 
stock and bonds issued over that amount 
is *“* water.” The plaintiff further alleges that 
the new proposed issue on the basis of $550,000 
a mile is not to be sold, but to be divided among 
the stockholders according to the 25 per cent.

LOCAL OPTION IN THE TERRITORIES, 

MINNEAPOLIS, Feb. 21.—The Supreme 
Court of Dakota handed down a decision this 
afternoon attirming the constitutionality of the 
local option law passed at the recent session of 
the Legislature. The decision is one of con- 
siderable importance, because itis the first ad- 
judication of the question whether a Perritorial 
Legislature, under the polica regulations idea, 
has power lo pass local option laws. The cours 
Bays: , 

* The organic act of the Territories is sc far a 
Constitution and the temporary government 
thus created is so far sovercigu thatit has power 
to enact laws in the nagure of police reguiations 
notin contlict with the statutes and Constitution 
ot the United States. The prohibition of thesaije 
of intoxicants is in the nature of police regula- 
tions.” 

The other technical objections to tho constl- 
tutionality of the act are brushed aside. Judge 
Thomas dissents froin the opinion on the ground 
that the Jaw impairs rights in private property, 
contrary to the organic act. In anotherdecision 
the court holds that where municipal charters 
conflict with the law they are inoperative. In 
nearly every county where elections have been 
held the vote has been “ dry.”

HE DOESN’T THINK MR. ARONSON IS 
TREATING HIM FAIRLY. 


There is a lively prospect of a rain of 
summonses and complaints, subnenas and 
judgment rolls, and lawyers’ fees galore to sea- 
son the gossip of the theatrical profession 
in the coming months.

When asked about the trouble batween him 
and Mr. Aronson about the play Mr. Wilson 
last night said: “The contract I made 
with Mr. Aronson was that he was to 
produee “'the Oolah” at the Casino 
on or before March 13, and I was to be castin 


the leading comedy réle. I want nothing unfair. 
I propose to carry ont my contract to the letter, 
and [I want Mr. Aronsan to do the same I[ 
don’t want a postponement of the production 
of the piece. Mr. Aronson offered to give me an 
additional per cent. 1f I wonld agree ton post- 
ponement. He said he didn’t want to forfeit the 
play or pay the $2,000 damages which he 
would have to pay under the contract. I asked 
a large percentage, 80 as get the play back, in 
case he postponed it, for I think the play is 
very valuable. Then he said to me: * You 
know, Mr. Wilson, that my lawyer has 
examined the contract, and he says that we can 
save the forfeiture of the piece and the money 
and still keep to the strict letter of the contract 
by giving a single or matinése performance on or 
before the date specified for the production of 
“The Oolah.”

It stands 
to reason I wouldn't have given him, bis heirs, 
assigns, and trimmings, and things of that 
kind, the privilege of producing * Ibe Oolah” 
for four years, that he might destroy all chance 
of its prosperity by giving it at a matinée, sim- 
ply because he wants to crawl through a dis- 
honorable hole. 

**T don’t see what there is for me to do but to 
let him try it. I don’t think thereisa courtin 
the land which will not regard the spirit rather 
than the strict letter of the contract and 
sit down rather heavily on Mr. Aronson’s 
attempt to resort to the contemptible subterfuge 
which he has told me he intends to. I have 
placed the matter in competent legal hands, 
and will abide the issue.” 

Rudolph Aronson was found at the Casino 
laterin the evening, and when told of Mr. Wil- 
son’s dissatisfaction took the matter very 
coolly. All that be could be induced to say was, 
* What we propose to do is to carry our the let- 
ter of the contract as we agreed to, and we will 
produce it as we produce any other opera.” 


HOFMANN’S PARENIS FIRM. 


FUTURE ENGAGEMENTS CANCELED— 
WAITING FOR LEGAL PROCEEDINGS, 
The sudden announcement of the retire- 

ment of Josef Hofmann, the musical prodigy, 

made by his father onthe ground 6f the boy’s 
physical weakuess, and Henry E. Abbey’s 
actionin suing Mr. Hofmann for $57,000 damages 
for breach of contract were much talked of 
yesterday. The father’s decision withdrawing 
the boy from all performances, under medical 
advice, is irrevocable. Future engagements 
for concerts have been canceled, and notices 
are given that money received at advance 
sales will be refunded. The boy is to be kept 
under medical treatment until cured and given 
absolute rest for a month or two, when he 
will be taken back to his native country, 
where his education will be completed. This 
is the plan of the parents as outlined in THE 

TIMES yesterday. 

Manager Abbey’s lawyers were informed yes- 
terday by Townsend, Dyett & Einstein that they 


had been retained by Casimer Hofmann, the 
boy’s farther, to defend the civil suit. Mr. Hof- 
mann: complained that an officious Deputy 
Sherif? had levied upon four trunks at the 
Windsor Hotel containing all the family effects, 
including the boy’s toys, his mother’s dresses, 
&c. So long as they were detained the family 
was put to great discomfort and inconvenience. 
The lawyers promised to take immediate steps 
to bave the trunks and contents restored to the 
owners, and before noon a satisfactory arrange- 
ment had been made with Sheriff Grant. 

It is understood that all the money that Mr. 
Hofmann has received as his share of the receipts 
from his sou’s concerts is $14,500. Of that sum 
$3,200 has been paid to the agent, Mr. Wolf, 
who was to receive $3,750 for the season. The 
balance Mr. Hofmanu agrees to pay. The Lon- 
don agent, Mr. Vert, was under contract for 
$2,500 tor the season, and Mr. Hofmann is 
willing to pay thut account. The disburse- 
ments, therefore, are $6,250, which, deducted 
from Mr. Hofmann’s share of the receipts, leave 
his share $8,300. There bave been 52 concerts, 
and it is believed that Mr. Abbey has netted 
$2,000 on each performance, or $104,000 for 
the season. Until the papers are served the law- 
hei canuot decide what their plan of action 
wiil be. 

The Hofmann family remain at Prof. Lam- 
bert’s, in East Twenty-seventh-street. Josef 
was up at 9 o'clock yesterday wmorn- 
ing, and after breakfast was taken out 
for a walk, wearing his fur cap and 
fur-trimmed overcoat. He was pale, but 
fuil of wonted animation. After the ex- 
ercise the boy went back to his oil 
paints and played with them until lunch 
lime. In tbe afternvou he painted two 

ictures, One amarine view and the other a 
andscape, and no artist ever was more 
proud of his work than he. He took great 
pride in exhibiting his achievements to all 
visitors. He also laughed and chatted with 
them like a precocious child would, and talked 
about his case very much as his father and 
mother did. He sad he was glad that 
he did not have to play at any more con- 
certs because he was so tired that he needed 
rest. 

Soon after 4 o’clock Josef and his father paid 
@ professional visit to the family physician in- 
Sixtietn-street, reaching there a little  be- 
fore 5 o'clock. Meanwhile Mrs. Hofmann and 
Miss Lambert proceeded to the Windsor Hotel 
to see about getting the trunks. A Deputy 
Sheriff and one of Mr. Abbey's lawyers 
arrived at the hotel about 5 o'clock and 
the trunks were opened and theircontents ex- 
amined. Before this proceeding was finished 
Hofmancn,having sent his son home from the doc- 
tor’s, joined Mrs. Hofmann and the others at the 
hotel. Nothing but personal effects being found 
in the trunks they were soon after 6 o’clock re- 
leased and removed by the Hofmanns to Prof. 
Lambert's. 

Last evening Dr. Baruch, who fs attending 
young Hofmann, and Drs. Hamilton, Fhut, 
and Sayre, on behalf of Mr Abbey, 
met for a second examination of the 
boy. They were disappointed because 
his parents would not perwit him to leave home, 
The doctors reinained in cousnitation and were 
engaged in formulating a report at an 
early hour this morning. ‘They are aaid 
to agree that the boy is not suffering 
frow organic disease, and that he requirea a 
rest, but they disagree as to the time required 
torestore his nurmal physical condition.

ATHLETES WERE THE LIONS 
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HARVARD ALUMNI CHANT 
THEIR HEROES’ PRAISES. 
PRESIDENT ELIOT TEMPERS HIS TRIBUTE 
WITH SEASONABLE REFERENCE TO 

OTHER THINGS—THE DINNER. 

A reverend and distinguished graduate of 
Harvard stood in the parlors of Delmonico’s 
last evening ceremoniously receiving the greet- 
ings of his friends as the Alumni of the univer- 
sity swarmed in tu partake of their annual 
dinner. Clad in the conventional dress suit, 
erect carriagé, solemn of demeanor, it seemed 
that little could move him. Suddenly an exult- 
ant friend, just brought up on the elevator, 
rushed up and, grasping him heartily by the 
hand, exclaimed: ‘* Who is here?” 

“Who is here?” The reverend and distin- 
guished gentleman grew euthusiastic, as enthu- 
siastic a: a newly-accepted lover describing his 
affanced—* Who is here? Why, all the best 
men are here. There is Wendell Baker, the 
champion sprinter; William Borland, the Cap- 
tain of ’86’s crew; Everett Wendell, the 
champion, ‘the great runner of °82; 
Seaman, the Captain of the _ football 


team of’77; Richards of the famous Loring 
crew of ’68, which never was beaten by Yale; 
Wendell Goodwin, the famous quarter of a mile 
runner; Bob Perkins, the Captain of the ’84 
crew; Arthur Devens, the bow oar of ’84 and 
the champion sculler of his day; Frank Ap- 
pieton of the ’75 crew; Howard Taylor, the 
tennis champion of '85; Mumford of the crew of 
84, and Mumford, the Captain of the crew of 
’86; Ezra P. Miles of the ’85 crew, Wendell 
Goodwin of the crew of ’84, Lucien Littauer, the 
bow oar of the ’79 crew, and one of the footbali 
team which fought with All Canada. What more 
can you want? There hasn’t been such a fa- 
mous gathering since the Harvard Club was 
founded.” 

The exebirant friend departed satisfied to do 
homage to the herves, who, stalwart of form 
aud handsome of face, entertained their knots 
of admiring friends with becoming condescen- 
810n. 

The reverend and distincuished gentleman 
had struck the keynote of the dinner—the 
twenty-second in the history of the Harvard 
Cluv. The athletes were the heroes, 

President Edmund Wetmore sounded an 
peowering chord in his welcoming speech. Said 

e: 


“‘Intercollegiate athletic contests have become a 
part of college life, a part that youth claims as its 
privilege aud ave regards with youthful interest, 
and it is too late now Lo attempt to severit. Reform 
them by all means. We reform everything now. 
An institution that was not in crying need of reform 
would have no claim to respectability. There is one 
> pga ea especially, in which achange is needed. 

Ve don’t want to see Harvard beaten any 
longer. As to that we say, with Hamlet, *O 
retorm it altogether.’ Adversity may, like the 
ugly toad, carry a precious jewel, but we 
have lately been carrying a httie more than we 
need of that kind of jewelry. This most necessary 
reform being always kept in view, we are realy to 
stand by the President and the university in cor- 
recting or warding off any abuses which attach or 
threaten to attach to these contests. And this is all 
that President Eliot's annual report suggests—and 
it is in the line with a suggestion upon the same 
subect which I heard fron the Kev. Dr. Henry J. 
Van Dyke oft Princeton, at the Yale dinner, and in 
the line with the wishes of all true friends of col- 
lege athletics. 

“But that don’t mean to abolish them. That don’t 
mean that Harvard shall withdraw trom those con- 
tests, or go into them hanudicappeu forlack of proper 
training. That don’t wean that we do not all of us 
appreciate the niility and value of these manly 
sports which are the badge and birthright of our 
Augio--axon blood. There is no necessary counec- 
tion between skilled muscles and stupid brains, be- 
tween athletics and brutality. The Romars deemed 
it beneath their dignity to take part personally in 
athletic contests. Among the Greeks, their best and 
noblest struggied for the prize of strength, skill, or 
fleetness, and the victors were crowned by their 
exultant fellow-citizens. Yet it was in Rome that 
athletic games degenerated into scenes of demoral- 
izing and degrading brutality, whiie in Greece they 
helped to form the taste ani furnish the models for a 
perfection of refined art thatthe world has never 
equaled. Rome gaveto pésterity the savage spec- 
tacleoft the dying gladiator. Greece gave the art 
which injchiseled marvle could clothe even that 
Bpectacile with immortal beauty. So we do not be- 
lieve that the games wherein the student must bring 
to bear his courage, Coolness, anid endurance 
to sustain the honor of his cotlege colors and help 
carry them to victory need detract or should be al- 
lowed to detract from his proficiency as a scholar 
or his manners asa gentleman. We deprecate any- 
thing which may create a tendency in au opposite 
direction as strongly as any one. While we don’t 
want to see our modern student, like the typical 
scholar of Chaucer, lean as a rake and starving him- 
self to buy ‘20 bookes’ of Aristotie’s philosophy, but 
big and hearty; yetatthe same time we do want to 
gee him like Chaucer’s scholar in that of study ‘he 
took most care and heed,’ and was absorbed in book 
learning and not in book making. 

We have a8 little sy mpathy as any inthe exagger- 
ated estimate in which physical prowess is scme- 
times held, which heaps funta-tic honors and ex- 
orbitant emolument on a professional baseball 
player, or presents the spectacle of a prizefiehter re- 
ceiving the attention of royalty, or the rougn riding 
scout seated amid Dukes and Earls, the autocrat of 
breakfast tables to which theg venerable 
poet and accomplished scholar wno made that 
title immortal would not be invited. And unless 
Harvard has changed since we knew her, and in 
that I am sure sive lias not, there is no such undue 
muscle-worshipping there. ‘The graduates who dur- 
ing their college course have been distinguished in 
athletics have won their full share of the world’s 
prizes and the world’s honors since. I see plenty of 
6xaniples before we, and when [I think of the vigor, 
the combination of brains and energy that has done 
so much for Harvard during the last decade, I need 
only look at my side to be reminded that 
those qualities were first developed when 
our honored President pulled an oar on 
the port side of the university sheli that helped to 
sweep in her crew by three good lengths the victors, 
I honored him then as the athletic tutor—we all 
honor him’ now as the brilliant and progressive 
President —as in the humbler, 80 in the more 
Tesponsible and exalted etation, has he deserved 
well of our university.” 


Yet there were more than athletes gathered in 
Delmonico’s ballroom, decorated with crimson 
roses and sitting under the emblazonry of her 
crimson coat-of-arms. President Eliot, the rival 
of the athletes in popularity, sat on President 
Wetmore’s right, and on the dais with 
him were Gen. Sterman, Mayor Hewitt, 
Prof. Palmer, Francis Rawle, President of 
the Philadelphia Alumni of Harvard; C. C. 
Beaman and Judge John Clinton Gray of 
the Court of Appeals. At the tables on 
the floor among the 300 graduates—for 
this was the greatest dinner that Har- 
vard has held in New-York—were Uriel H. 
Crocker, ex-President of the Massachusetts 
State Senate; Edward R. Andrews of Boston, 
Col. H. P. Curtis, 51; Rev. Arthur Brooks, ’67; 
Prof. Wilham R. Ware, ’52; Dr. Clement Cleve- 
land, 67; Prof. Elwyn Waller, '67; Dr. W. Z. 
Morton, Augustus A. Hayes, ’57; Dr. George 
Bladgden, °55; Judge Kilbreth, ’63;' Hon. 
Peter B. Olney, ’64, and Edward King, ’53.

thorities of the college wust take in them. They 
help contend against the growing evils of luxury— 
the soft, enervating habit of iazy lust. (Good! 
Good!}] There are luxuries and luxuries. A May- 
tlower and a Volunteer area luxury, as you would 
all know if Gen. Paine was here. [Arps 
“There are certain reforms which will affect the 
university and therefore the whole country. if is 
15 years since we began to makea specialty of his- 
tory, social ethics, and political economy. I have 
been to six Harvard dinners lateiy, and I 
have noticed the resnuit. Tne members of 
the different companies disagreed on everything 
almost; but they agreed in being pubhic-spirited 
and patriotic. Harvard men are noted tor high educa- 
tion; they believe that nothing human is foreign 
to them, and inall things they are for the good 
of the country. (Loud applause. j 
“In the present Congress Harvard University 
has by tar the larger number of representatives— 
26. Yale has only 9. You are sure to see, in the 
near future, a great development for Harvard. The 
great questions of the age are social and 
ethical, and in Harvard the attention of the student 
will be turnen to these mad yyy om questions. They 
Will be the creat subjects of university study in the 
future. The learned professions have undergone a 
modification 4 the i peers ae — 
ness -has on. 6. 
fmands ithe best education that a young man of 
é 
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24 and 25 can achieve. Harvard graduates have de- 
voted themselves to business with great success. 
There is no higher {intellectual work than the 
Management of great corporations, and & 
great university must devote itself to fitting 
men for these purposes. Harvard means to 
Maintain a primacy among the sister universities, 
She has beeu first, and she will be first, and the 
country will be the gainer thereby.’’

J., at 12:35 o’clock yesterday afternoon of paralysis 
ofthe heart, superinduced by gastric fever. *His 
death was quite sudden. He was in his seventy- 
second year. Mr Corliss was born in Easton, 
Washipgton County, N. Y., June 2, 1817. He never 
saw the inside of a machine shop until he was 25 
years old. He went to Providence in 1844,in 1846 
began the development of his steam engine im- 
provements, and is 1848 completed an engine which 
embodied the essential features of the present Cor. 
liss engine. Mr. Corliss had won a large number of 
medals and had many honors’ conferred upon 
him. He earried away the highest competitive 
prize at the Paris Exhivition in 1567; was presented 
the Kumford Medats in 1870, the late Dr. Asa Gray, 
President of the Academy, making the presentation, 
and won the grand diploma at the Vienna Exhibition 
in 1873. Mr. Corliss was a Commissioner for Khode 
Island at the Centennia! Exhibition, and was one of 
the Executive Committee of seven that was intrust- 
ei with the preliminary work. His ougine for trans- 
mitting the power all over Macninery Hall! added to 
his fame. The undertaking cost him $100,000, and 
is the most princely gift ever given by an individual 
to such an exhibition. He was actively interested 
in public affairs. but kept himself ont of public 
office, his only record being as Presidential Elector 
for Hayes in 1876 and State Senator for several 
terns,

GROPING IN THE DARK 


THE SUGAR ZkUSI LAUGHS 
AT THE SENATORS. 
WITNESSES WHO WILL TELL SO MUCH 
AND NO MORE—THEY FEAR NO PUN- 

ISHMENT AND EXPECT NONE. 


The sugar trust may be a close corpora- 
tion, but the Senate’s investigating committee 
.knows a great deal more about it, in spite of re- 
peated deciinations to answer questions, than its 
members imagined a week ago could be wormed 
out ofthem. The committee’s task is not a par 
ticularly enviable one. Many of the witnesses 
whom it has subpenaed have not appeared be- 
fore it. Many of those who have appeared as 
witnesses have answered such questions as they 
felt inclined to answer and made no bones about 
refusing to answer such questions as they con- 
sidered of too searching a character. The order 
of the committees that all questions should be 
answered was of no effect; in fact, sometimes it 
produced nothing but a smile of derision. None 
of the witnesses has been daunted by Col, Bliss’s 
somewhat domineering mode of examination, 
and upon several of the witnesses he has had 
about the same effect as a rainstorm has upon @ 
goat. Chairman Arnold, by a quiet persistence 
rather than by any dexterity, has succeeded in 
worming more out of witnesses than has any 
one else connected with the investigation, and 
he probably would succeed much better if the 
chief lawyer for the trust were compelled to sit 
in the rear instead of being permitted to sit in 
tront of the witnesses. 

The second day’s session was opened in belll- 
cose style. The first witness of the day was 
Henry O. Havemeyer. Col. Bliss asked him if 
he had consulted with any one regarding the 
testimony he had given on Monday. He re- 
ceived a negative reply. Had no one found fault 
with him on account of his testimony? No. 
Had no one accused him of “ giving the whole 
thing away?” No, Didnot Theodore A. Have- 
meyer at the close of Monday's session find 
Yault because the wituess had given the whole 
thing away? The last question was fired at the 
witness at short range, and in a thunderous 
tone. The witness calmly replied No.” 

Theodore A. Havemeyer, who sat not far 


away, expressed @ very bluat opinion of the 
question. 

John E. Parsons remarked that the ears of 
eavesdreppers were sometimes too long for 
practical purposes. 

A sort of surtace truce having been patched 
up the witness was asked to tell where he 
thonght the trust agreement was. All he knew 
about it, the witness sail, was that abonta week 
uzo he said to Mr. Parsons, ‘What about that 
ugreempent?” and Parsons had replied, ‘* Never 
mind about the agreement. I represent others 
beside yourself, ana I'll take care of it.” Sofar 
as the witness knew Mr. Parsons still had it. 

After the witness and members of the commirf- 
tee had discussed sugar in its relation to the 
tariff, but not tothe trust, Mr. Havemeyer was 
told that he could go, He only went as far as 
his chair. He probably felt an interest in what 
his suceessor as a witness might say. 

Before the session began an ex-sugar refiner 
said tu THe TIMEs’s reporter that so far the wit- 
nesses had appeared to more advantage than 
the committee or its counsel, because the wit 
nesses understood their business and theinvesti- 
gators did not. Mr. Havemeyer, for instance, 
had been smart enough to teil only what he 
eared to tell, and had appeared to he far more 
transparent than bewas. A sugar refiner would 
have known how toe show weak spotsin his armor, 
but the committee’s lawyers were yet green; 
they had nut hadtime to prepare their case. No 
wan in the sugar trade, he said. would be bold 
snough to go on the stand and tell what he 
knew about the methods or effect of the trust. 
To do so would mean ruin. There was one man 
who cou!d tell them a great deal; that man was 
George W. Moller. The latcer was given aD op- 
portunity, and he proved to be a willing wit- 
uess. 

Mr. Meolier said that he had beenin the sugar 
business for 30 years, much of the time asa 
member of the North River Sugar Refining 
Company. This company was now a member 
ofthe trust. It had zone outof business as an 
jndividual concern in December, 1887. It hada 
capacity of 1,000 barrels a day and its capital 
stock was $350,000. He had been asked to join 
the trust by John E. Searles, Jr., who explained 
the advantages of a combination ofall the re- 
finemes inthe country. Such a combination 
could control the price of raw as well as of fin- 
ished sugars. It would make sugar refining 
profitable. 

What other 
offered? 

He bad offered $750,000 in trust certificates 
for the $350,0U0 capital stock of the company. 

Was his retinery running at a profit when this 
offer was made? 

No. Stili, he thought the offer was too low. 
He understood the Havemeyers had been taken 
into the trust and given $16,000,000 or $17,000.- 
000 for their stock. He was not the only stock- 
holder who was net williug to sell out at the 
rice, 

: Some of the otherstockholders wanted to hold 
ov as the refinery site had been condemned for a 
park ani they thought a better bargain might 
ie made out of the city than out of the trust. 
But final the refinery had been sold to the 

r $325,000 in cash; its stock had been 
indursed to John E. Searles, Jr. The refinery 
bac not been running since it was turned over 
tu the trust. The certitivates of the latter, he 
understood, amounted to $56.000,000, 15 per 
of which was retained for the purpose 
oy securing refineries that were still outside the 
trust 

vioses G. Warzor testified that he was a sugar 
and wwolasses merchant. What were his rela- 
tions to the trust? He had none. Did he not 
own stock in tbe sugar trust? He did not, 
and never had owned any. Mr... Wanzor was 
told he was not the nan who was wauted, so 
he gave way to Frank N. Barrett, of the Amer 
ican Grocer. The average cost of granulated 
sugar, he said, in 1885 was 612 cents per 
pound; in 1886 it was 644 ceats andin 1887 it 
was 6 cente. The lowest price for such sngar 
in January of this year was 7 cents, the highest 
price 7316 cents, and the average price 7 1-16 
cents per pound. in 1887 the imports of sugar 
at the ports of New-York, Boston, Philadelphia, 
and Baltimore were 1,145,450 tons. 

Toe afternoon sexsion was hardly under way 
before the committee suffered another attack of 
tarifi. To relieve it Beury O. Havemeyer was 

vain recalled. He was asked what effect a 
reduction of 15 to 20 per cent. on sugar would 
have. The effect, he said, would benefit refiners, 
as most of tie population was located east of the 
Rocky Mountains, 

*Wonld such a reduction be more disastrous 
to the New-York refiner than to the San Fran- 
cisco refiner?” asked Chairman Arnold. ‘It 
would not be disastrous utai!,” said the witness; 
“ic wonld benetit both the refiner and the con- 
sumer.” 

How would it benefit the refiner? 

By increasing consumption. More sugar was 
sold when it was cheap than when it was dear. 

Suppose all the duty was taken off? It would 
close American refineries and all retining would 
be done in fereigu countries. Arepeal of the 
duty on refined sugars weuld bring Amer- 
ican refiners in competition with foreign retiners 
and foreign labor to the detriment of the former, 
while a reduction of duty would bean all-around 
benefit. 

Did the San Francisco refiner affect the Lou- 
isiana sugar planter? 

No; butarepea! of sugar duties would affect 
the latter. If there were no duty on sugar most 
of the sugar cousumed in America would come 
from Engiand. 

As some members of the committee grumbled 
at the course the investigation was taking, 
Chairman Arnold said the discussion had better 
be wound up. The witness said he Was tired 
of 1t. 

Sugar Refiners Weichers, Sierck, and Deck 
were culled. ‘Lhey did not respond. Chairman 
Arnold said he wished it to be distinctly uuder- 
atood that the committee was determined to re- 
port to the Senate such witnesses as aid not re- 
spond to a subpiena. 

Col. Bliss asked Mr. Parsons to take the stand. 

Mr. Parsons was asked If, since his connection 
with the board, he had made himself acquainted 
with its powers. He had not. Did he know 
what they were? Hehad an idea. Would he 
explain theidea? it was thatthe board had 
no power. Did he know the power couferred 
py the agreement? Hedeclined to answer. He 
was only a sortof stop-gap. He did not attend 
meetings, and his connection with the board 
was, in a sense, accidental. 

Did ho still decline to produce the agreement? 
He refused to say anything about it. 

Was heaware that according toa decision of 
the General ‘erm of the Supreme Court, in the 
ease of Mitchell against the Sheriff of the county 
of New-York—decision rendered in 1868 by 
Judge Ingraham—a counsel having in his pos- 
session papers belonging to a client was not 
privileged to refuse to produce them? Was it 
muterial, Mr. Parsons said in reply, that he 
should know of such alow cass? Thecase had 
ne application, 

Col. Bliss—Do you still refuse to produce the 
papert 

Mr. Parsons—I decline to say anything in re- 
lation to it. : 

Col. Bliss—I ask the committee to direct the 
Witness to produce the paper. 

Chairman Arnold—The committee instructs 
the wilbess to produce the paper. 

Mr, Parsens—With respect to the committee I 
must again refuse to say anything with refer- 
ence tothe paper. It is purely a private paper. 
The committee has no power to make even Mr. 
Havemeyer produce ir. 

The witness again and again declined to give 
information about the paper orto produce it, 
and smiled pliacidly when Col. Bliss expressed 
the hope that the comiittes would assert its 
prerogative before the Legislature. 

Then Senator Ives read some law to Mr. Par- 
sons on the subject of contumacy. 

Mr. Parsovus aug his hands into his trousers’ 
pockets, @ habit he has when he is bored.

The firm from which the com- 
pany had sprung was Molier, Sierck & Co., 
which had been in existence for 20 years. {n 
that firm were Joseph, Peter, and John Moller, 
Carsten Sierck, and Carsten W. Sierck, The rew 
corporation wus formed to enter the trust. Its 
stock was turned over to the trust tor trust cer- 
titicates, and these were given to the board. No

What kind of a board was it? He did not 
know; he had never seen it. 

Senator Coggeshall—Do you know is it hem- 
lock or pine, or an ordivary plan? Doyou kuow 
is it spelled Doard or bored?

At this everybody roared, as if glad to witness 
the unhorsing of a commiitteeman. 

The witness said that the suspension of his 
refinery would not affect his protiis: they would 
be the same asif the refinery were running. 

When Senator Arnoid asked the witness how 
often he made a report to the board, the witness 
declined to answer. 

Finally, after much persuasion, the witness 
said that he had never madea reportto the 
board, but he had made reports to Secretary 
Searles. [hese reports related to the amount 
of sugar sold and the price at which it was sold. 
His reports showed the outputof his refinery, 

Were the reports madein order to give the 
board an opportunity to regulate the output? 

The witness did not know. 

Well, what was his opinion? 

He had no opinion. 

Were the reports tothe board made on printed 
forms? Yes. 

How many formsof reports were there? Two. 
They referred to raw aud retined sugars and to 
prices, The reports were jade to show tha 
board the output of the refinery and the amount 
of stock on hand. 

Suppose the witness paid more for sugar than 
the board considered proper, what would be the 
result? Nothing. 

Had herecvived any dividends? No. 

By whom were the blank forms furnished? By 
Mr. Searles. When the witness was asked to de- 
scribe the forms, Mr. Parsons said he would fur- 
nish the committees with some at its next ses- 
sion. The witness said his retinery employed 75 
men whenit was working. It would probably 
resume about May 1. 

Senator Linson—Your profits go on whether 
the refinery is running or not? 

Mr. Sierck—Yes. 

Senator Linson—Do your men get paid while 
they are lying idle? 

Mr. Sierck—No; they cet paid when they 
work; they get 15 cents an hour. 

The witness was asked to name his counsel. 
He pointed to Mr. Parsons. Had Mr. Parsons 
told him to answer certain questions and not to 
answer Others? He had consulted with Mr. 
Parsons, but ou what particular points he de- 
clined to say. 

The witness wns then instructed by the com- 
mittee to answer all questions which be had re- 
fused to answer. He declined to do so, and the 
second day of the investigation was at an end. 

Senator Arnold said it denended upon the com- 
mittee’s counsel and the city mewbers of it 
when the committee should hold its next ses- 
sign. It woulda probably be difficult to reach 
witnesses on Washington’s Birthday. A member 
of the committee was told that plenty of busi- 
ness men could be more easily secured on a holi- 
day than at auy other time. ** Don’t say a 
word” was his answer. ‘It’s all settled, and the 
committee won't sit until Thursday.” He was 
right. Senator Arnoid’s announcement was 
made only for effect. It had already been de- 
cided that the committee would not sit again 
until 10 o’cluck on Thursday morning.

MAYOR CHAPIN’S PLANS. 
Mayor Chapin of Brooklyn has forwarded 
a letter to Senator O’Connor in regard to the 
financial needs of that city in which he pro- 
poses a scheme comprising two sorts of bond 
issues. The first of these 1s to provide for street 
improvements, such as paving, constructing 


sewers, erecting buildings for educational pur- 
poses, or securing eligible sites fur such build- 
ings. Of this sort of bonds not more than 
$1,700,000 should be issued during the next 
two years. The next sortis to provide smail 
parks in regions remote from any existing park. 
‘Tn this counection he contrasts the situation in 
Brooklyn with that in New-York, and asserts 
that in the former city, beyond Tompkins Park, 
there can be found no provision for a breathing 
spot for the coming generations and no place for 
diversions with the exception of cemeteries. Of 
this class of bonds not more than $300,000 
should be issued during the next two years, 

The Mayor says that it should not be inferred 
that the intention of this proposai isto increase 
the city’s debt. The justification of the pro- 
posals, he says, is found in the facts and in the 
nature of the existing debt, of which $14,540,- 
000 bears interest at 7 percent. and $12,298,- 
500 bears interest at 6 per cent. Mr. Chapin 
points out that if $1,000,000 of such debt were 
anuually provided for under sinking fund regu- 
lationa andalike amount of new debt issued 
annually at 3 percent. the city would find itself 
at the end of 26 years with no more debt than 
now, and with a reduction of at least $950,000 
in the annual fixed interest chargesto be met by 
taxation. This reductionin the annual burden 
would suffice to form a basis fur extinguishing 
all the debt in a second period of 26 years. 


AL ict ES 
IS THIS A TRUST? 

Among the combinations which the Senate 
Committee in Trusts have been asked. to in- 
vestigate is one known asthe North River blue 
stone combination, who quarry that article of 


commerce at and near Kingston. Sixteen firms 
form the combination. The charges made by 
those who regard the combination as in the 
nature of atrust are that tirms who would not 
combine have been bought out by the combina- 
tion by aspecies of boycott; that prices of stone 
have been advanced and quarrymen reduced to 
starvation pay. 

It is hardly probable that the Senate commit- 
tee will think it worth while to touch this com- 
bination with larger and better game at hand. 
It appears that two firms bave changed hands 
during the year that the combination has ex- 
isted, one passing to the control of anew firm 
and tbe other to three members of the combina- 
tion.

John §8. Stanton has brought suitin the 
Supreme Court against Jay Gould, George J, 
Gould, Russell Sage, and others connected with 
the Missouri Pacific Railway. Stanton alleges 
fraud and collusion on the partof the defend- 


ants in having induced stockholders in the Fort 
Scott, Wichita and Western Railroad to sell their 
shares last May and become united with the 
Missouri Pacific. In bis complamt Mr. Stauton 
further alleges that the Wile transaction was 
a scheme to get contro. of the Fort Scott Road, 
which resuited in its utter bankfuptey and a 
loss of $6,614,885 55 to the shareholders. In 
view of this he asks tue court for a Receiver and 
an aceountivg. Ue also wants a reorganization 
of the Fort Scott company, and asks for anin- 
junction restraining Gould and his associates 
trom baving anything to do with the reorganiza- 
tion. Mr. Stanton promises to secure the 
injunction if be wins his suit, which is really for 
the purpose of recovering the money alleged to 
bave been lost by the transfer. In addition to 
all this, Mr. Stunton asks for a declaration by 
the court that .» second mortgage whicb he 
claims Gould and the Missouri Pacitic Company 
putoen the Fort Scott road shall be cancelled. 

This suttis the outgrowth of a long-standing 
Shortly after the little road was gov- 
bled up by Gouid, the stockhulders in the road 
raised a row and succeeded last Summerin get- 
ting from Gould a prowise of settlement He 
failed to keep his word, bowever, and now the 
shaurebolders have sued bin through Mr. Stan- 
ton.

THE MAYOR'S PLANS INDORSED BY THE 
COMMON COUNCIL, 


The Board of Aldermen yesterday adopt- 
eda report of its Railroad Committee in favor 
of Mayor Hewitt’s rapid transit scheme and 
requested the Legislature to pass an act (which 
Was submitted with the report) evabling the 
cicy authorities to carry out the Mayor’s views. 
Neither the report nor the proposed act was 
read, and no member of the board seemed to un- 
derstand what he was voting on. Aldermen 
Conkling and Oakley alone had the courage to 
ask to be excused from voting on the question. 
They said that they could not conscientiously 


vote for something which they did not under- 
stand, The report was rushed through by order 
of the Mayor. 

The bill which tho Legislature is to be asked 
to pass directs the Commissioner of Public 
Works to repott to the Mayor plans for rapid 
transit, ssid plans to be prepared under the 
Mayor’s direction. The plans are to include 
those for the more rapid transportation of pas- 
sengers, walls, and treight within the limits of 
this city, by underground railway or otherwise, 
as may be determined. The Aldermen are given 
power to adopt, modify, or reject any planus sub- 
mitted to them,and public hearings are to be 
given at which witnesses may be sworn by the 
Mayor. ‘The e:ty is vested with power to have 
property needed for the purposes of the pro- 
posed road condemned, 

The city authorities are authorized to contract 
with any railway company having a terininus in 
this city for the construction, maintenance, and 
operation of the proposed railrvuad under the 
supervision of competent persons to be appoint- 
ed by tue Mayor. No more than 5 cents shall be 
charged ach passenger using the proposed 
road. Any motive power other than animal 
power may be used on the road. The city is 
authorized to issue bonds bearing Interest not 
greater than 3 per cent. per annum for the con- 
struction, operation, and Mmalntenance of the 
proposed road,

CAPT. FAIRCLOTH GIVES AN ILLUSTRA- 
TION. 

Collector Magone yesterday produced 
proof that the business of importing optum has 
not been conducted in a manner calculated to 
Swell the Treasury surplus. The principal wit- 
ness he examined was Capt. Francis M. Fair- 
cloth, who stated that last October he com- 
manded the steamship Cienfuegos of the Ward 
Steamship a The steamer sailed from this 
port for Havana on Oct, 15, and its manifest 
contained no mention of drugs of any 
kind, opium included, as being part of the 
cargo. When the steamer reached Ha- 


vana, however, and after she was dia- 
charged, the Spanish authorities boarded 
her and seized in the steward’s room oight 
cases containing 1,300 pounds of opium. He ia- 
vestigated and found that the drug nad been 
smuggled on board the vessel between decks 
while she was lying at ber pier in this city, and 
had found its way into the steward’s depart- 
ment during the unloading of the vessel. When 
found by the Spanish authorities the opium was 
baled and bore no marks of any description. 
The Spanisti: Government libeled the steamer, 
and she had to be bonded. When New-York was 
reached the company discharged the Captain, 
+ re aad waiters, and deck officers and the head 
clerk. 

Capt. Faircloth declared that the cpium must 
have been placed on the steamer through the 
agercy of persons representing McKesson & 
Robbins, the Fulton-street druggists, whose 
name, it will be remembered, was found op a 
label attached to opinm which was seize from 
the Gardners when they were arrested in West- 
ern New-York a few days ago. He was also 
positive that it could not have been shipped 
without collusion between the officers of the 
steamer and persons engage on the pier. 

Documentary evidence in connection with 
Faircloth’s story was produced by the Collector. 


It showed that the opium had been imported’ 


from Liverpool on Feb, 19, 1887, and had been 
withdrawn from the public stores, where it was 
held in bond, on Oct. 13, 1887, by McKesson & 
Robbins, for shipment on_ the Cienfuegos to Ha- 
vana. A shipper’'s manifest is on file in the 
Custom House wherein that firm describes tt as 
eight cases of drugs, W. F.,1to8. When with- 
drawn the cases were marked 8 E, 19 and 20, 
and B C, 3,906 to 3,911, though none of these 
marks was found on the opium seized at Ha- 
Vana. 

Whether the Intention was to amuggle the 
goods into Cuba or to have them reconveyed toa 
point in the United States where it was possible 
to land them and evade duty, the Colleetor did 
not deem it wise to say. The opium is still at 
Aavana, no one having appeared to claim it. 


ATIACKING A MONOPOLY. 


A CHANCE FOR BROOKLYN TO REDUCE 
ITS ELECTRIC-LIGHT RATE, 

The first real attack upon the monopoly 
which is now furnishing Brooklyn with electric 
lights at the exorbitant price of 50 cents per 
light per night, a monopoly in which Fire Chief 
Nevins and all the local Democratic’ politicians 
are interested, was made yesterday by the 
Edison Electric Jiluminating Company. This 
corporation applied several months ago to the 
Board of Aldermen for a franchise, after having 


its plans and system of underground conduits 
approved by the Board of Commissioners of 
Electrical Subways, but no action was taken in 
the matter. Yesterday Vice-President Chinnock 
forwarded a letter to Mayor Chapin, in which, 
after complaining of the imaction of the Alder- 
men, he says: 

“This company is of sufficient ability to immedi- 
ately construct extensive works and tofurnish for 
public and private use electric lights of unsurpassed 
excellence, but it Jacks the requisite authority to 


do so, which, if granted, would enable it to compete 
with all other systems of lighting. 

“It has been suggested that should this company 
amend its applicati.n andask the local authorities 
for permission to open the streets and lay conduits, 
cabies, and wires and supply public and private con- 
sumers with the arc as well as incandescent electric 
lights ata less price than the city is now paying 
ani is expecting to pay for the same for the coming 
vear that the franchise this company has been so 
long waiting tor will be granted. To remove 
apy such possible obstacle the Edison Elec: 
trc Illuminating Company of the city of Brooklyn 
hereby applies for leave to open the streets, ay- 
enues, highways, and public places in the city of 
Brooklyn, and lay therein its couduits, wires, cables, 
and necessary appliances and make needed con. 
nections therewith and to furnish for public and 
Ned use both incandescent and ard electric 
ights, and it will enter into a contract with the 
city of Brooklyn, upon the granting of this applica- 
tion, to furnish along the line of its conductors, to 
the citv of Brooklyn for street hghting, the arc elec. 
tric light, by the underground system, for 25 per 
cent. less than the city is now paying for light of the 
same candle power by the overhead system.” 

The Citizens’ Electric Illuminating Company, 
the political complextion of which was fully ex- 
piained bythe Assembly investigating commit- 
tee a year ago, bas already been awarded the 
contract to supply the city’s electric lights 
during 1888 at the vla rate of 50 cents ver light 
per night. It was of necessity the only company 
bidding for the privilege, as it is the only com- 
pany having a franchise from the Aldermen to 
siriug its wires through the streets. In the 
Eastern District there is another company, the 
Municipal, of which Charles Cooper 1s President. 
He 1s also President of the Cilizens’ and the 
stockholders of the two companies are identical. 
The wires of the two companies do not interfere 
with each other’s territory. 


REEF OFS SEES 
SENT OUT IMPROPER ALARMS. 

The fire which broke out at 10 0’clock 
yesterday morning in Krakauer Brothers’ 
piano»manufactory, 701 to 705 First-avenue, 
nearly destroyed 705 and gutted the upper part 
of 701 ana 703. The loss of the firm is from 
$8,000 to $9,000. Joseph Quinn, who has a 


liquor store at 703, loses $400, and other occu- 
pants lose possibly $500. About $800 damage 
was doue at 1 and 3 Prospect-place. The entire 
loss wonld not probably have exceeded $200 
had proper alarms been sent out, The first 
alarm was sent out seven blocks from the fire, at 
Thirty-fourth-street and First-avenue, because 
the policeman who discovered the outoreak 
could not find a box that worked nearer to it. 
Then in sending outa second alarm a Foreman 
struck 10-477 instead of 10-487, and the appara- 
tus, which should have gone to Forty-first-sireet 
and First-avenue, went to Thirty-ninth-street and 
Seventh-avenue, Truck No. 3, however, went 
to the proper place, although it was out of its 
district, aud its appearance at the firs was an 
intimation that sometning was wrong and an 
explavation of the non-arrival of the engines 
due on second aiarm, and a third alarm was 
struck for Forty-tirst-street aud First-avenue, 
butit only brought two engines, as the others 
were hunting fur @ tre at Seventh-avenue and 
Thirty-ninth-street. The Fire “Commissioners 


willinvestizate and discover if pussible how 
i 


matters were so muddle. 

‘Tue horses of Engine No. 19, in going tothe 
pole at quarters, were not snapped up in their 
collars promptly, and escaped down town, leav- 
ing the engine useless, They were caught an 
hour later.
